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The Federal 
Council Answers 


From time to time editorials have ap- 
peared in Moopy MONTHLY by which our 
readers have been informed of the mod- 
ernism not only tolerated, but evidently 
approved by the Federal Council of 
Churches. Central in all of modernism is 
its rejection and repudiation of the in- 
errancy and the real authority of the 
Holy Bible. One of the results of this 
unbelief is that men turn to their own 
foolishness—“Professing themselves to be 
wise, they became fools” (Rom. 1:22). 

One area in which the so-called liberals 
have been sold down the river is the 
political one. Still captivated by the un- 
scriptural notion of the Millennium with- 
out the King, and convinced of man’s own 
inherent goodness and ability, the mod- 
ernist has presented to us the answer to 
all our needs: his idea of “the kingdom 
of God.” 

For years some of us have been decry- 
ing the deceitful practice of using scrip- 
tural and theological words and phrases 
but attributing to them different—in fact, 
quite opposite—meanings. This has been 
a standard technique of the modernist. 

This procedure, with which we are 
quite familiar in the theological realm, 
has now invaded the political arena. In- 
stead of socialism being called by its right 
name, it is now “the kingdom of God.” 
To make the term seem even more in- 
nocuous (if the scriptural expression 
needs protection), the advocate of mis- 
named socialism often speaks out against 
atheistic communism. Thus, an unsus- 
peeting public is lulled to sleep. 

The picture before us is a strange one. 
Men who for the most part are them- 
selves enjoying the fruits of capitalism 
are busily preaching against it. And these 
men are seemingly able to obtain and to 
keep the support of those who have what 
they have and are what they are because 
of the success (despite its abuses) of 
capitalism. 

Certainly these exponents of what they 
choose to call “the kingdom of God” 
have a right to their opinions, but they 
have no right to justify their socialistic 
plans by means of accepted phrases to 
which they attach their own interpreta- 
tion. Nor do they have a right to cover 
their purpose by speaking of their plans

as “constructive measures of social ad- 
vance.” 

We are glad that others beside those 
identified with the evangelical and 
fundamental movement now are becom- 
ing vocal. The publication of John T. 
Flynn’s The Road Ahead with its con- 
densation in the February Reader’s Di- 
gest has been of particular service. 

While it is true that the Reader’s 
Digest condensation did not include a 
reference to the Federal Council or to 
the chapter about that religious body, 
nonetheless, there are references to the 
infiltration of socialism in the Church. 

“.. . Communists and socialist plan- 
ners ... have penetrated .. . religious 
bodies.” “. .. the planners . . . propa- 
gandize through the schools, the press, 
the theater, the movies and strangest 
of all, through the churches.” “Our 
enemies have -managed to capture 
many of the instrumentalities of the 
classroom, the platform, the pulpit...” 
It is interesting to note that not all the 

criticism is coming from opponents of 
the Federal Council. 

Dr. Walter R. Courtenay, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Nashville, 
Tenn., for example, is a friend of the 
Council. Yet in a recent sermon, “The 
Wise Young Men in Washington—and 
the Road Ahead,” he said: 

“I dare not close this address without 
saying a word about Mr. Flynn’s con- 
demnation of many of the leaders of 
the Federal Council of Churches. I 
must confess that I share Mr. Flynn’s 
conclusions concerning the social and 
political views of Bishop Oxnam, E. 
Stanley Jones and John C. Bennet. I 
do not think that these men are com- 
munists or wicked. I do feel that they 
are opposed to our traditional view of 
government and economics, and are 
socialists at heart, though Christian 
socialists!” 

That individuals who have important 
roles in the Federal Council of Churches 
are being exposed and that they are be- 
ginning to feel the pinch enough to pub- 
lish “replies” is at least encouraging. 

The Federal Council has published a 
pamphlet entitled The Truth About the 
Federal Council, denying charges by Mr. 
Flynn. This attempted defense has in 
turn called forth a pamphlet entitled, 
John T. Flynn Replies to His Critics. 

The Federal Council’s claim of failure 
to give a full quotation has been effec- 
tively answered by Mr. Flynn. The charge 
that his criticism is of actions taken 
when Russia was our ally in war does 





not mean too much—in view of the 
record. 

However, these matters are not most 
important. The real question is what is 
meant by “constructive measures of social 
advance.” Does it mean the abolition of 
a capitalistic system, or simply the cor- 
rection of its abuses? Is the individual 
and his constitutional right under the 
United States Constitution to be swal- 
lowed up by a socialisic state? Is initia- 
tive to be scrapped because some capital- 
ists have no conscience? When has 
socialism ever given freedom? Even of 
deeper significance: Is the problem first 
of all social or spiritual—which is fruit 
and which is root? 

One thing more: we were grieved to 
see the Federal Council stoop to the use 
of innuendo in its reference to our friend 
and brother, the Rev. Carl McIntire. The 
calling attention to his experience with 
the denomination to which he first be- 
longed really answers none of the ac- 
cusations. We can say from personal 
knowledge that Mr. McIntire is a man 
of principle as well as of conviction. 
Since when is it a crime for a man, for 
conscience’ sake, and on the basis of 
appeal to the Word of God, to differ with 
the leaders of a denomination? 

To attempt to smear a man of courage 
and conviction, even though you think 
him in error so far as his judgment is 
concerned, is no answer. Both honesty 
and clarity would be served by a facing 
of facts and a calling of things by their 
proper names. Let us get these matters 
out in the open. It is American to get the 
issue out so people can understand. 


There’s a Way 
For Those with a Will 


Not long ago a letter from a Christian 
brother in Wales brought this urgent 
postscript. “Please, I pray you, make 
mention to readers of Moopy MONTHLY 
of the opportunity of witness. in their 
local newspapers for the Lord’s glory and 
the extension of His kingdom.”

The writer of the letter did not say 
how many persons were reached by this 
particular advertisement, but it may be 
assumed that it was seen by no small 
number and perhaps answered by several. 
If businessmen in Cardiff find it profit- 
able to use the columns of the paper for 
advertising items of temporary value, this 
Christian, advertising his God-given 
message prayerfully, trusting in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, may well have 
found some seekers after eternal life. 

Most of us move in a sea of longing 
lives, of tragedy and potential tragedy 
about which we do but little. On every 
side are the people our Lord came to 
seek and to save. In spite of their out- 
ward attitude, of their readiness to scoff 
at and rebuff a Christian testimony, 
vast numbers of them have hungry 
hearts. 
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There are various ways of reaching out 
to these individuals. Personal testimony, 
Christian books and publications, tracts, 
the friendly visit in time of trouble— 
these are only a few of many methods 
which almost any Christian can employ. 
An advertisement such as used by our 
friend in Wales may reach still farther. 
It is tactful yet arresting, it speaks to 
the individual, it offers help. It appeals 
to the heart with a truth that no think- 
ing person can deny. 

The suggestion is worthwhile. We hope 
many may be led to use it for God’s 
glory. But methods alone are not enough. 
Most of us have more knowledge than 
we use. We need to do—to obey prayer- 
fully the explicit commands to witness 
and labor faithfully in His vineyard till 
He comes. 


In 1950 — 
Quo Vadis? 


Recently the Federal Council of 
Churches sponsored a National Confer- 
ence on the Church and Economic Life 
at Detroit. Judging from the statements 
issued concerning the reports, the whole 
meeting was most tentative. The findings 
are merely being submitted to the 
churches “for study and appropriate 
action.” And the Federal Council of 
Churches is adroitly saying, “The findings 
do not necessarily represent the Federal 
Council’s position.” 

The matter would be ridiculous except 
that the decisions arrived at have far- 
reaching implications. If and when these 
conclusions begin to register, everybody 
can look around and say, “I am not to 
blame.” The churches have the findings 
referred to them—evidently they did not 
originate them. The Federal Council, 
even though it sponsored the conference, 
says, “Don’t look at us.” The conferees 
will long since have been swallowed up 
in anonymity. So we shall have the 
strange spectacle of some very question- 
able economic ideas coming out of no- 
where. A sponsoring organization, how- 
ever, can hardly evade responsibility 
quite so easily. 

Impartial reports from the conference 
—and some from individuals and groups 


strongly endorsing its sponsor—empha- 
size its preoccupation with material 
rather than with spiritual matters, with 
systems rather than attitudes, its interest 
in the counsel of economic rather than 
religious leaders. Divisions among con- 
ferees and inconsistencies and general- 
izations in the conference statement 
seemingly leave plenty of latitude for 
the program of socialism. 

Serious as these things are, however, 
there was one far more fatal flaw in the 
conference’s efforts. This was its failure 
to recognize that it is fundamentally 
impossible to make Christian ethics bind- 
ing on non-Christian consciences. 

One may speak—as was done at the 
conference—of “voluntary action of indi- 
viduals dedicating themselves through 
unselfish service to the common welfare.” 
But what is it that causes this unselfish 
service? Economic systems do not make 
character. A policed state does not make 
character. It is the truth of the gospel 
that sets free, and it is the operation of 
the Holy Spirit that enables man to live 
for God. 

All Christians should be against evil 
practices. The answer to our problems, 
however, does not lie merely in the cor- 
rection of a system. Any such idea is an 
over-simplification. There still is no 
substitute for personal, individual regen- 
eration and sanctification—and that is 
the Church’s basic message. 


Tending 
God's Fires 


These are days when God is graciously 
kindling great fires of spiritual desire. 
Huge evangelistic services where ten, 
twenty-five or fifty thousand hear the 
gospel and hundreds respond to altar 
calls are taking place from time to time 
in many sections of the country. And we 
pray that such stirrings will continue. 

God is also kindling little fires in the 
hearts of individuals—a businessman 
here, a school girl down the street, an 
invalid shut away from friends. Letters 
which come to us from week to week 
bring out the fact that everywhere in- 
dividuals are becoming aware of the need 
for something more than they now have, 
and that they are looking for help. 
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Revival.”

Lorious things of thee are spoken, 
Zion, city of our God. 

Who of us has not thrilled to the 

words of this great hymn? The 
word Zion often stands for Jerusalem 
and even for all of the Holy Land. 
Literally, Zion means “arid place or dry 
land.” This indeed is the impression a 
visitor receives on his first glimpse of 
Israel. As one looks upon long stretches 
of arid land and stony hills, he wonders 
whether there can be any life out of 
this parched and seemingly dead soil. 
And yet the Lord has called it “the land 
flowing with milk and honey,” “a goodly 
land.” And so it is. 

During the English occupation, a 
soldier asked a Hebrew Christian with 
mock solemnity: “Sir, when does the land 
begin to flow with milk and honey?” 
“Just wait a little while and you will 
see,” the brother answered. Indeed it is 
already beginning to flow. The valley of 
dry bones, the arid land, the stony hills, 
and the swampy marshes are coming 
to life. God’s clock has struck. 
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The Jews who come from distant parts 
of the world have found beneath the 
lifeless soil, springs of water and deep 
wells, which they have tapped and used 
to irrigate the land. And behold, beautiful 
green eye-pleasing life has blossomed 
forth, rewarding the toil and the love 
bestowed upon it. Vegetable gardens of 
every kind and variety, citrus groves, 
luscious grain fields and flower gardens 
have sprung up where there has been 
no life for centuries. 


Rie YOU LOOK upon the land, 
you are struck by the contrast. Here is 
a patch that has been tilled and culti- 
vated according to modern methods, with 
great care and with much loving effort, 
and nearby is a patch producing thistles 
and thorns or perhaps nothing at all. 

What a task it has been to turn the 
fruitless areas into arable land! The 
hills of Judea and Galilee are virtually 
made up of stones, mostly of volcanic

origin. Transforming them into farmland 
once seemed impossible. 

But then the Jewish pioneers came: 
refugees and displaced persons, people 
without home and without land, destitute 
and hungry, not only for bread but for 
a place under the sun that they might 
call home. They gathered the stones, col- 
lected them into heaps, or made walls 
around their homesteads and their little 
plots. They built the soil, literally from 
rock bottom. 

Lovingly they turned it back to life and 
fertility, inch by inch. They terraced the 
hills, built up the topsoil, carried the 
water from afar, and a miracle happened. 
New community settlements called Kib- 
butzim have sprung up, ..ade up of Jews 
of every nationality and cultural back- 
ground, but all united in one thought and 
desire, to have a homeland—a place of 
their own where they can live together 
without fear and in freedom. 

It does not take long before the strange 
enchantment of the land takes hold of 
one, for this is the land upon which

the Lord’s eye is turned in constant 
watchfulness—the world’s center on God’s 
own map. It is the land of God’s chosen 
people, where the original pilgrims of 
God came to dwell in faith and on the 
strength of His promises. It is the land 
which Moses saw from afar as he gazed 
longingly from the heights of Mt. Nebo, 
never to tread its sacred soil. 

Land of Israel, home of the prophets, 
home of great kings; land of God’s 
wondrous revelation and destiny-shaping 
deeds! Israel, our Saviour’s own land, 
where His earthly pilgrimage and work 
of salvation were performed! Hills of 
Galilee and shores of the Lake of 
Tiberias; cities and villages of Judah;

About the Author 


AS A Christian Jew who has visited the Holy Land within 

the past nine months, Victor Buksbazen is particularly 
qualified to write of the stirring and significant transforma- 
tion now taking place in Palestine. 

Born in Warsaw, Poland, of Christian Jewish parents, he 
was converted at an early age, educated for the ministry 
at the Theological Seminary of the University of Warsaw 
and ordained in the Reformed Church of Poland. Later he 
served successively as an assistant professor of Old Testa- 
ment subjects at the University of Warsaw, as a missionary 
worker among Jews in Cracow, Poland, and as a missionary 
and field worker in the British Isles. He is now general secretary of the Friends of 
Israel Missionary and Relief Society of Philadelphia, Pa. 

His recent visit to Palestine occupied a full month, during which time he saw the 
entire country, including centers of interest in Old Testament, New Testament and 
modern times. His impressions are not only those of a Christian Jew visiting the land 
of his forefathers for the first time, but the impressions of one whose interest above 
all is in Palestine as the land to which our Saviour came in bringing salvation to Israel 
and the Gentile nations of the world. 

Most of the illustrations in the accompanying article and those to follow are from 











forefather. A camel pulls a crude plow, 
scraping the earth just slightly. Nearby a 
young Israeli in khaki and open neck 
shirt drives an American tractor, leaving 
deep and even furrows behind him. He 
will do in a day as much as his neighbor 
in a whole month, and do it more ef- 
fectively. 

In nearby fields you see young, sturdy- 
looking Jewish boys and girls busy in the 
vegetable patches, weeding, digging, reap- 
ing. And wherever you turn you see spurt- 
ing streams of water irrigating the land. 
The artificial mist shines in the hot sun 
of Israel, producing a multitude of rain- 
bows. This is a common sight in Israel 
today. 

During the summer, the _ scorching 
desert winds called Hamsin come from 
deep inland, making breathing difficult 
for man and plant alike. To protect the 
orange groves and other plantations from 
the ferocious heat of the wind, cypress 
trees have been planted all over Israel. 
They give shade to man and protect the 
trees from the fiery winds. Nothing is 
more striking in Israel than these ever- 
present, tall, graceful cypress—solemn 
guardians of the land. 


Dis MANY YEARS the Zionists 
were faced with this insolvable problem— 
the fact of an Arab majority in Palestine. 
This was the Arabs strongest argument 
against Zionism. Then suddenly they de- 
cided to forsake their homes for neigh- 
boring Arab countries. There was no com- 
pelling need to do this, yet they suc- 
cumbed to British propaganda as well as 
to the urging of their own. The Arab 
chieftains told them, “Just leave your 
homes for a while and then we will drive 
the Jews into the sea, and when you come 
back, you will have the pick of Jewish 
homes.” 

But this was not to be. The Jewish 
authorities in many cases begged the 
Arabs to stay on and to help in building 
up the land. Hebrew Christians in Haifa 
told me how the Jewish military drove 
around in trucks in the Arab section of 
the city, pleading with the Arabs by 
means of loud speakers not to run away. 
“Remain in your homes,” they urged. 
“Remain in your homes. Do not be afraid. 
No harm will come to you. We shall live 
together peacefully. Carry on your daily 
work.” , 

Such was the message of the Jewish 
government. But nothing would induce 
most of these Arabs to stay. Now there 
are only about 100,000 Arabs in the whole 
of Israel, among a Jewish population of 
nearly a million. They deserted their 
homes and their fields, and there isn’t 
much to which they can return. Many 
of their homes in the country were primi- 
tive; some were destroyed in the fighting, 
and others have to be razed, being a 
menace to safety and health. Arab land, 
unless worked by Jewish laborers, looks 
dead and deserted. Many an orange grove 
is dried up for lack of irrigation and care. 

What was it that made them leave, 
unless the hand of God was behind it, 
to solve a seemingly impossible situation? 
Now hundreds of thousands of Jewish 
settlers have streamed in from all over

Prophetic Scriptures 


BY WILBUR M. SMITH

IN the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century and during the first few years 
of the twentieth century, the most 
notable prophetic conferences in the 

history of Christianity in North America 
were convened. It was my privilege to 
attend the last of this series—one called 
together in February, 1914, by Moody Bi- 
ble Institute, and held under its auspices 
in the old Moody Church auditorium in 
Chicago. 

During the nearly forty years which 
have elapsed since that time, I have 
never attended any conference where the 
power of God seemed to rest so mightily 
upon an assembly. Never have I been 
aware of such deep, continued interest, 
actually a spirit of expectation, as in that 
week of fellowship around the Word of 
God at the feet of such Bible students as 
Dr. C. I. Scofield, Dr. James M. Gray, Dr. 
W. H. Griffith Thomas, and Dr. Robert 
McWatty Russell. 

In those days the local newspapers and 
some religious journals rather laughed at 
some of the conclusions drawn from a 
study of the prophetic Scriptures regard- 
ing the dark days that were to come. But 
that was a time when truly, as in the 
Lord’s first advent, “the people were in 
expectation.” 

Strangely enough, the situation today 
is reversed. Then students of prophecy 
talked about a coming world crisis; now 
we are in a world crisis. Then the Church 
seemed to be concerned with a future 
crisis foretold by the prophets, while the 
world about shrugged its shoulders and 
ridiculed what it called “apocalyptic,” as 
a “pessimistic outlook,” attended by “fan- 
tastic interpretations.” Today the unbe- 
lieving world unites in testifying that we 
are in an hour of dire crisis—not only an 
hour of possible, impending calamities, 
but it would seem on the very verge of 
the eclipse of civilization and the de- 
struction of humanity. All the while, the 
Christian Church is strangely silent. 





A widely known Bible scholar, author, teacher and 
preacher, Dr. Smith is professor of English Bible at 
Fuller Theological Seminary, Pasadena, Calif. “World

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A call for a return to the study 


of the prophetic Scriptures by a 


leading Bible scholar of our day 


How little is prophecy discussed today 
in our religious journals; how few the 
ministers who speak of the return of the 
King! A hundred years ago there were 
eight vigorous prophetic journals in 
Great Britain alone; today there are two. 
Perhaps the English-speaking world is 
more guilty of this silence on prophecy 
than the continent of Europe; for from 
Holland and Switzerland principally are 
coming some remarkable books on pro- 
phetic themes, far more significant than 
almost anything published in Great Brit- 
ain or our own country. 

And yet the hour today is far more 
significant prophetically than was the 
hour in February, 1914, of which I have 
just spoken. In fact, I believe the study 
of the prophetic Scriptures is more im- 
portant today, more necessary, than at 
any time since the Reformation, if not 
since the days of the apostles. 


oo WE ARE LIVING in an 
hour of world crisis hardly seems to need 
repeating; and yet the literature con- 
cerning it is so important that we may 
profitably dwell on it for a moment. 

William Vogt, now the associate direc- 
tor of Science and Education for the Of- 
dice of Inter-American Affairs, in a recent 
work significantly entitled Road to Sur- 
vival, expressed his conviction with these 
word lifted out of the Holy Scriptures: 
“The handwriting on the wall of five con- 
tinents now tells us that the day of 
judgment is at hand.” About the same 
time, Wallace Carroll, departmental di- 
rector of the overseas branch for Europe 
of the United Press Bureau, wrote his 
equally significant volume of warning en- 
titled Persuade or Perish. Everywhere 
one turns in contemporary literature— 
in science, economics, politics, agricul-

ture, or letters—there is the same note of 
warning, the same cry of an imminent 
world crisis. 

Probably the most intellectual, reli- 
gious, and philosophical journal of our 
day, by no means conservative, is the 
Hibbert Journal, published in London. 

The first article in the July, 1948, issue 
of this quarterly is “The Crisis for Homo 
Sapiens,” by the Earl of Darnley. His 
opening paragraph should be quoted: 


“Homo sapiens after a few thousand 
years of existence, at any rate in his- 
torical records, is in danger of complete 
collapse and extermination. The mean- 
ing of the word ‘sapiens’ makes it even 
worse, because ‘sapiens’ means ‘who 
knows,’ and not ‘wise’ as usually sup- 
posed. Wise men can be wrong—those 
‘who know’ never should be. So man 
‘who knows’ has in effect got himself 
into a worse condition than all the liv- 
ing creatures who do not know; and is, 
therefore, if his generic name is ac- 
curate, without any excuse whatsoever; 
and so has become far inferior to all 
the thousands of forms of life which 
pursue their trusting, unthinking way.” 


This author also speaks of “a general 
collapse of human morale and a universal 
darkness over the human soul!” 

Dr. Richard K. Ullmann has a long 
article entitled “Doom or Development?” 
in the same issue of the Hibbert Journal. 
Another article is entitled “The New 
Apocalyptic,” in which this statement is 
found: “We live in an age of decision, of 
choice between right and wrong, between 
good and evil, between life and death, 
such as has never occurred before. If we 
choose wrongly, we may be the last gen- 
eration of mankind.” 

The associate editor of the Saturday 
Review of Literature, Harrison Smith, re- 
cently wrote an editorial, “What Shall 
We Do to Be Saved?” in which appears 
the phrase, “the harvest which will keep 
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humanity from universal death.” 

The titles of many important books of 
our day tell the same story. The former 
secretary of state, Sumner Welles, called 
his recent book Time for Decision. Wins- 
ton Churchill’s volume of a few years ago 
was well entitled World Crisis, 1911-1918. 
The Institute of World Affairs, meeting 
at the University of Southern California, 
calls its most recent publication World 
Crisis and World Corruption. The new 
volume by D. D. Davies carries the title 
Nearing the Abyss. 

The point I am making is that we are 
admittedly in a great world crisis. Many 
believe it so critical that they insist civili- 
zation is doomed, and we are at the end 
of this age. Recently a brilliant young 
Christian scholar, a thorough conserva- 
tive, having two doctorate degrees from 
well-known educational institutions, told 
me that a number of the professors of 
philosophy under whom he has been sit- 
ting the last four years have thrown out 
the question before their graduate stu- 
dents, “May we not be at the end of 
everything?” 

If there is yet any doubt in your mind 
that we are in a world crisis, consider the 
words of one of the world’s most distin- 
guished sociologists whose books have 
probably had a wider circulation and in- 
fluence outside of academic halls than 
the writings of any other sociologist of 
this generation. He is Dr. Pitirim A. So- 
rokin, professor of sociology at Harvard 
University. In his latest book, The Crisis 
of Mankind, Professor Sorokin says: 


“We live amidst one of the greatest 
crises in human history. Not only war, 
famine, pestilence, revolution, but 
a legion of other calamities are also 
rampant over the whole world. All val- 
ues are unsettled. All norms are broken. 
Humanity has become a distorted im- 
age of its own noble self. The crisis is 
omnipresent and involves almost the 
whole of culture and mn Ay top 
to bottom. It is manifest the fine 
arts and science, in philosophy and re- 
ligion, in ethics and law.”* 


As ONE MOvVEs through the 
vast literature created by the atomic 
bomb, it is significant that writers draw 
their phrases from a volume finished 
eighteen hundred years ago, parts of 
which were composed more than three 
thousand years ago. One discovers almost 
no references to Plato, to Seneca, or Aris- 
totle, few to the Church fathers, no refer- 
ence at all to any Oriental literature, and 
only here and there a quotation from a 
modern writer, such as Emerson, Robert 
Browning, or Alexander Pope. All seem 
to be thrown back again upon this an- 
cient Book, the Bible, with use continu- 
ally being made of passages from the 
Book of Revelation, or involving the word 
Apocalypse. Apocalypse is, as you know, 
the literal title of the Book of Revelation, 
being the Greek word, of which Revela- 
tion is the English translation. 

In the January, 1946, issue of Fortune 
appeared a short but fearfully realistic 
playlet in one act, since published and

widely circulated in pamphlet form, by 
Dr. Louis N. Ridenour, nuclear physicist 
on leave from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania for radar work in the radiation 
laboratory of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. I wish I could think that 
the shuddering climax of this play were 
something that our world would never 
experience; but Dr. Ridenour is writing 
from a vast knowledge of physics, and a 
complete understanding of the destruc- 
tive power, not only of the bombs we now 
have, but of those which may yet be 
made. He concludes his playlet with 
these words: “New York’s gone red [that 
is, on the switchboard, indicating which 
cities were being blacked out], and Chi- 
cago, and ... but the room rocks, the 
light goes out. With a dull, powerful rum- 
ble the roof caves in.” The title of this 
prophetic playlet is simply “Pilot Lights 
of the Apocalypse.” 

Probably the most remarkable direct 
use of the more vivid descriptions of 
world catastrophe to be found in the 
Book of Revelation is in what is com- 
monly recognized to be the most signifi- 
cant book on Russian history and poli- 
tics to be published in our country in this 
generation, Soviet Politics at Home and 
Abroad, by the distinguished economist 
and historian Dr. Frederick L. Schuman, 
Woodrow Wilson professor of Govern- 
ment in Williams College. In his preface 
to this book, Dr. Schuman says: 


“Atomic energy promises a new epoch 
of abundance for all; but its immediate

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The Place 


of Spiritual Aggressiveness 








Christian possesses the 
keys to a life of spiritual 
power and personal com- 
munion with God, the seeker 
for such life faces an obvious 
and important question. How 
can such a plane be reached? 
How may we enter in and 
claim this land of spiritual promise? 

I suggest first that we rouse ourselves 
from our state of religious passivity and 
develop a lot of tough aggressiveness. 
Something of Jacob’s “I-will-not-let- 
thee-go” spirit is what we need very 
badly. 

In view of the example of the great 
worshipers in Bible times and since, it 
is hard to understand the popularity of 
the philosophy of spiritual passivity 
which has laid hold of so many gospel 
Christians today with such unfortunate 
results. Even a scanty acquaintance with 
the lives of the spiritually great will 
show us how far from the truth such a 
philosophy really is. 

The mighty among Old Testament be- 
lievers were always those who were 
haunted by a deep discontent, a yearn- 
ing after God which knew no limit nor 
end. The Bible saints were almost every- 
one ridden with this holy inward burden. 
Deep dissatisfaction with their own 
progress, painful self-disapprobation, de- 
termination to know God more per- 
fectly and intimately, these characteris- 
tics marked the great of the Bible. 

And the saints of post-biblical times 
are not different. The record of their 


j F, as I firmly believe*, every

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struggles is sometimes painful 
to read. An example in rela- 
tively recent times is David 
Brainerd, the American mis- 
sionary to the Indians. His 
journal is replete with entries 
so full of self-condemnation, 
so plaintive in their cry after 
God and personal holiness as 
to fill us with sharpest pangs of sym- 
pathy as we read. 

We rise from a perusal of his Journal 
wondering whether this man was in- 
deed a brother to the flock of contented 
sheep that fills the orthodox fold in our 
day. And we are troubled with the 
thought that there may have been some 
organic relationship between his spiritual 
anguish and that power which forced 
the savage Indians to their knees as he 
preached. Have we discovered an easier 
way to power, or have we simply learned 
to be content without it? 






& WE wouLp go forward in 
the spiritual life, we must become ag- 
gressive in our determination and our 
faith. We must set advanced goals be- 
fore us and drive toward them. “This one 
thing I do” must motivate our activities. 
We must also locate a number of closer 
objectives and go after them one at a 
time, taking each near position sharply 
and cleanly before moving on to the 
next. 

This is to be sharply distinguished 
from that mere multiplying of religious 
chores which is some people’s idea of a 
fuller Christian life. Indeed, it may even 
be desirable to call a moratorium on all 
so-called service till we have gotten 
acquainted with God and our own souls. 
“Be still and know” may easily be the 
most appropriate text for us right now,

conditions being what they are. 

Before we can know God in growing 
intimacy it will be necessary that we 
do some vigorous rejecting. We shall need 
to reject everything that hinders our 
progress. We shall need to reject the sin 
that doth so easily beset us, the world 
in all its subtle forms, and every claim 
of the flesh to indulgence, however re- 
fined and pleasurable it may seem to be. 
We shall need to deny our ego and 
repudiate every carnal ambition. 

Though it may seem to be a “hard 
saying,” it must nevertheless be said: 
We must recognize and reject every form 
of pseudo-Christianity which may pre- 
sent itself to us under the cloak of 
orthodoxy. There is much of this, and it 
dare not be charitably excused or weakly 
tolerated. 

Such variants of true Christianity may 
be identified in our day by the sound- 
ness of their doctrine and the unsound- 
ness of their manners and morals. They 
are promoted by cheap methods; their 
spirit and mood are those of the radio 
skit; they embody in their “soul- 
winning” efforts the general tastes of 
the beauty contest and offer the prize 
of fleshly amusement to those who march 
in their gaudy parade. Their worship 
is alive with shiny superficialities, clever 
quips and bright small talk about Jesus. 
The seeker after God will think of such 
in love, and his prayer will be, “Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what 
they do.” But from such he will turn 
away. 


a Is DIFFICULT to aspire to 
better things without unintentionally re- 
fiecting upon those who are satisfied with 
something less, and it is difficult to gain 
loftier heights without looking down 
upon those who mill around in the 
shadows below. Such is one of the 
hazards of the spiritual life. The timid 
may avoid this temptation by sitting 
down with the rest and letting his 
spiritual ambition die. The courageous 
will press on and trust by humility and

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SHOULD YOU GO TO A BIBLE INSTITUTE?

A practical approach to a difficult problem 


in a second article on Bible institutes 


monc the letters I have recently re- 
ceived is an interesting communi- 
cation from a young man now at- 
tending another type of Christian 
educational institution in a distant part 
of the country. After nearly a year’s 
training in this place—which is doctrin- 
ally sound and faithful in its ministry— 
he is convinced that he should seek an- 
other type of Christian training. 
His problem of finding exactly the 
right kind of instruction is by no means

unique. Week after week, I am reminded 
that it is one of the most real and im- 
portant questions confronting young peo- 
ple and their parents. It will be a prob- 
lem of moment to thousands of young 
people this year as they complete their 
high school preparation and face the fu- 
ture. 

In dealing with the function of Bible 
institutes, therefore, it is particularly on 
my heart to speak to young people and 
their parents on this matter so that they 
may have an answer from someone in the 
Bible institute field. At the same time, 
the answer to their questions will, I 


think, sketch in broad outline the work 
which Bible institutes are doing and the 
important service they are rendering to 
the Church and the entire cause of 
Christ. 


ca THOSE who are asking, or 
who may later ask, “Should I go to Bible 
institute?” let me answer first of all with 
another question: What has God put on 
your heart? 
The Bible institute has a fivefold func- 
tion. These various functions make up the 
very warp and woof of its work.’ Other 


Class instruction in Bible and actual experience in soul winning are part of the training of every Bible institute graduate. 
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types of schools may engage in one or an- 
other of these activities—or in all five— 
put the Bible institute demands all five. 

The first function of the Bible institute 
is to enable the student to acquire a mas- 
tery of the English Bible. That purpose 
was, of course, in the heart and mind of 
D. L. Moody. Though a number of evan- 
gelical Christian liberal arts colleges and 
theological seminaries teach the English 
Bible, the proportion of such schools of- 
fering this instruction is relatively small. 
Even in them, such work as is given, in 
the majority of cases, has to be a minor 
part of their whole curriculum. 

To make such an observation is not to 
cast reflections upon these institutions, 
for they have as their objective another 
task. We say, thank God for Christian 
colleges of liberal arts which provide for 
a major in Bible, and thank God for 
theological seminaries sound in the faith 
which provide instruction in English Bi- 
ble, even though it means an additional 
year of seminary study. Such institutions, 
however, are exceptions. And even in 
most of them, only a percentage of those 
enrolled are able to take advantage of 
such instruction. 

The Bible institute, on the other hand, 
is definitely committed to a thorough 
grounding in the Word of God and a full 
impartation of instruction in the great 
fundamentals of the faith as taught in 
the sacred writings. The Bible institute 
would, therefore, ask those who are con- 
cerned as to the leading of the Lord in 
connection with school work, “Is it thor- 
ough training in English Bible which you 
desire?” If so, prayerfully consider God’s 
call to a Bible institute. 


T 
HE SECOND FUNCTION of the 
Bible institute is its much-stressed in- 
struction and experience in personal 
work and other forms of evangelism. Here 
is an area of training which is certainly 
most vital. The practical Christian work 
afforded in Bible institutes—evangelistic 
preaching, teaching, ministry in jails, 
hospitals, homes, children’s clubs, rescue 
missions, orphanages, sanitariums and

other institutions—is a highly important 
element of institute training. 

From the beginning, the Bible institute 
has insisted that its watchword be “to 
know and to do.” There must be practice 
as well as theory; there must be train- 
ing as well as teaching. In other words, 
the students do not simply receive theo- 
retical instruction in the classroom, but 
must go out to put into practice the 
things learned. Unquestionably, the Bible 
institute was ahead of its day, education- 
ally speaking, in introducing such a 
teaching program. 

Other Christian schools with different 
objectives have done work in this area, 
but practical Christian work is part of 
the very life of the Bible institute. Cer- 
tainly it is not possible for anyone to 
graduate from a Bible institute, after 
having had such instruction in the class- 
room and such experience in the field, to 
find himself in a place where, sitting 
next to an individual he has to say, “I 
don’t know how to lead a man to Christ.” 
The burden for souls, the knowledge of 
how to go about dealing with individuals 
concerning their salvation, the realiza- 
tion of the effectiveness of evangelistic 
meetings—these are matters not only of 
theoretical instruction, but of practical 
day-by-day experience. 

Thus the Bible institute has as a major 
part of its objective the instillation and 
development of a passion for the souls of 
men. Its success in this direction is at- 
tested by the multitude of greatly used 
evangelists and effective personal work- 
ers who have come forth from the Bible 




















institutes. The world has literally felt the 
impact of the evangelistic passion of 
these schools. 

Again for those who ask, “Is it Bible 
institute for me?” the Bible institute in 
turn poses a question: “Is it thorough 
training and actual experience in win- 
ning souls you want?” If it is, you should 
prayerfully consider God’s call to a Bible 
institute.

= THIRD CONTRIBUTION otf 
the Bible institute is in the realm of gos- 
pel music. Actually, there is a whole sec- 
tion of hymnody which was born and 
nourished in the Bible institute. Hymns 
like “At Calvary,” “What Did He Do?” 
“Only a Sinner,” “Make Me a Blessing,” 
and an almost inexhaustible number of 
others, had Bible institute beginnings. 

While it is true that there are great 
conservatories and splendid music de- 
partments in a number of colleges, where 
can one go for instruction in gospel mu- 
sic except to the Bible institute? The ex- 
ceptions are so few that certainly the 
Bible institute can claim this field as its 
particular province. 

The great hymns of the Church, the 
more recent evangelistic and gospel 
scngs, and even training in more difficult 
compositions are all part of the musical 
training provided by Bible institutes. 
Outstanding gospel song leaders, writers 
of lyrics and music, even translators of 
hymns into foreign languages, have re- 
ceived at the Bible institute the training

ETH couldn’t get the verse out of 

his mind. “What shall it profit a 

man, if he gain the whole world, 

and lose his own soul?” He kept 
thinking of the words, turning them 
over and over in his mind. He was puz- 
zled. Why should he be troubled by a 
verse like that? He had been a Christian 
fully six years. He had no doubts con- 
cerning his salvation. 

Yet underneath, Seth understood. Day 
by day, as he worked his tract of farm- 
land, he knew that this haunting verse 
was calling him to give up farming and 
yield his life completely for the Lord’s 
service. It would be a tremendous step. 
How would he support his wife and two 
small boys? True, Christian work was 
badly needed in rural Louisiana, yet 
there seemed to be mo way to earn a 
living doing it. And what kind of 
Christian worker would he be, anyway, 
with only part of a high school educa- 
tion and no Bible training? But still the 
words repeated themselves in his mind: 
“What shall it profit a man .. .” So Seth 
argued and debated. 

Finally he yielded. He sold everything, 
promising God that he would use the 
money for a Bible school education and 
thenceforth live on faith. In 1930, he 
and his family moved to Chicago, where 
Seth enrolled at Moody Bible Institute 
for the practical and intensive training 
which was to mean so much. 

Today, twenty years later, William 
Seth Baggett is preaching the gospel 
in southwestern Louisiana, over a 500- 
square-mile area which scarcely knows 
any other Christian work. He has 
organized seven churches, is pastor of 
four, and director and founder of a 
Bible conference camp. He brought the

first medical clinic to the area. Every 
week he holds between seven and nine 
services, driving more than 2,000 miles 
a@ month to make his pastoral calls. 


[—_— has kept his promise 
to live on faith. Since leaving the In- 
stitute, though he has handled jobs 
ranging all the way from plumbing to 
carpentry, he has never accepted a cent 
of pay for this secular work. He has 
turned down offers of more auspicious 
positions and probable acclaim, pre- 
ferring to stay among his people in the 
piney woods land. Now unexpectedly, he 
finds himself regarded as one of the 
country’s outstanding rural home mis- 
sionaries. 

Recently it was estimated that in the 
area Seth Baggett serves more people 
are church members than are enrolled 
in all schools, clubs, lodges and other 
public movements combined. Yet, except 
for Baggett’s work, there is only one 
other Christian witness, and that is in 
@ small section near the northern border. 
Most of his congregations have been 
organized in completely unchurched 
communities. 

His parishioners, descendents of south- 
ern highlanders, say there “never was 
@ preacher like our Brother Baggett.” 
With his typical southern drawl, tall 
firmly built frame, ruddy complexion 
and friendly grin, Baggett is a man to be 
respected, admired, and loved. In one 
community which had been split by 
years of feuding, he organized a church 
which ended the feud. Today the people 
there insist that he has “done more 
for this place than all the governors 
or presidents ever elected.” 

The piney woods preacher believes 
firmly in the importance of practical 
evangelism. Often he works side by side 
with the men of his locality, doing jobs 
that range all the way up to strenuous 
logging. More than once, men have pro- 
fessed Christ as Saviour after such a 
work session. 

At any time of the day or night, 
Baggett and his quiet, warm-hearted 
wife Mollie are likely to be called on for 
advice. They are regarded as the com- 
munity’s counselors on any subject hav- 
ing to do with spiritual needs, vocational 
guidance or family troubles. In many 
ways, they have served to raise the 
standards of the area, both through the 


influence of their churches and a lively 
interest in community affairs. 

One summer, realizing the need for 
keeping the young people occupied, Seth 
announced a clean-up campaign—cutting 
briars. Those who stuck with it for the 
entire summer would be rewarded with 
a trip to a nearby city. Out of Reeves’ 
total population of about 125, twenty- 
three young people earned the trip! 


| BaGceTr spent a 
few months in nearby Kinder just after 
completing his Bible training, Reeves 
has been his headquarters throughout 
the major part of his ministry. He ar- 
rived in Kinder in January, 1933, as un- 
paid assistant pastor of the church. It 
was & bold move for a man intending 
to live on faith, but Baggett was con- 
vinced that the Lord needed him as a 
missionary among his own people. 

In March, someone asked him to hold 
services in an abandoned church in 
Reeves. Preaching services were being 
held in the town only occasionally at the 
time, so Baggett agreed to the proposal. 

That first meeting was attended by 
150 people. From then on, the mission- 
ary-preacher’s work snowballed. A man 
from Barnes Creek came to Reeves to 
listen to the new preacher; then offered 
to have services in his home. When 
Baggett learned that no other meetings 
were being held in that community 
either, he accepted this new offer. 

By the third service in Barnes Creek, 
thirty people had professed faith in 
Christ and had begun fo feel the need 
for a church. Baggett agreed to help 
build it. Logs were donated to be sawed 
into lumber for the siding. A sixty- 
three-year-old grandmother, who hadn’t 
worn leather shoes for twenty years, split 
the boards for the roof, and her aged 
husband put them up. When the building 
was finally dedicated, the people wept 
with joy at the inauguration of their 
first church. 


i. THE MEANTIME, Baggett’s 
work had branched out in still another 
direction. Dry Creek community also 
wanted a church. On January 23, 1934, 
the congregation met for Bible study. 
Their subject was the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews. So great was the impact of 
this “faith chapter’ that before the 
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meeting closed, it was decided that the 
congregation would also take a step of 
faith and erect the needed building. 

The construction of that church was 
an event. Dry Creek will long remember. 
Baggett found a lumber company that 
was willing to give him all the cypress 
which had fallen into the swamps, if 
he would cut it himself. Other men 
pitched in. At a total cost of $7.50, they 
cut their own shingles, built and roofed 
the building, and had enough left over 
to sell for $15. Services were held in the 
new quarters within seven weeks of the 
decision to build. 

Later that same year, the old church 
in Reeves was destroyed. Again, the men 
sawed their own shingles for the new 
sanctuary. The expenses came to $43.50— 
but extra shingles sold for $40! 

By 1937, a fourth missionary project 
was underway. The community of Le- 
Blanc had been organized since before 
the Civil War, yet had never had a 
church. The locality was filled with 
strife. It was the church which grew 
up in LeBlanc that people later claimed 
“did more for this community than all 
the governors or presidents ever elected.” 

Baggett saw more and more persons 
come to Christ as the scope of his work 
widened. In his messages, the preacher 
tried to teach his people all of the major 
doctrines, analyze all of the major books 
of the Bible, and at the same time fire 
them with the joy of their salvation. He 
was lively—“There has to be a certain 
amount of fire and vim to hold people’s 
attention,” he figured. And he consistent- 
ly pointed out the practical applications 
of the Scriptures, to meet the everyday 
needs of his listeners. 

He nof only preached for the everyday 
needs of his people; he acted. The com- 
munity was in serious need of a medical 
clinic. With characteristic energy, Seth 
led a campaign to build a seven-room 
medical building, complete with operat- 
ing room, nurse and doctor. 

Then came the war—and both the 
doctor and nurse were drafted. Seth 
made a valiant effort to keep up the 
center. He learned to administer ether 
and assist with other duties. He im- 
ported a Christian physician for spare- 
time work, and in one evening helped 
with seven tonsilectomies (total cost for 
each operation, including one day of 
hospitalization, $9.00). But with the end 
of the war, the need for such a medical 
center declined, and that particular 
Baggett project was taken off his hands.

i} HOSE HANDS were already 
busy putting more new ideas into action. 
In co-operation with the government, 
Baggett constructed his own telephone 
line from Reeves to Kinder—the only 
major communications link between the 
two towns. 

Then in 1947, to provide headquarters 
for the ever-increasing Christian popu- 
lation of southwestern Louisiana, Bag- 
gett felt God’s leading to establish a 
Bible conference camp at Barnes Creek. 
Through one of the “miracles” that he 
has come to expect in his missionary 
work, a perfect camp site was provided 
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Though organized before the Civil War, the LeBlanc congregation had never had a church

for a ridiculously low price. 

Everyone went to work to develop the 
property. High school boys and girls, men 
and women, all did their share. Baggett 
credits the women with digging out the 
stumps, cutting the trees, and clearing 
the ground. In a single day, 125 workers 
cut and put up more than 7,600 feet 
of drop siding, center match, and di- 
mension material. 

Today the camp is worth an estimated 
$50,000. As conference speakers, Baggett 
brought some of the nation’s favorite 
evangelists and Bible teachers—includ- 
ing Dr. P. B. Fitzwater, who taught Seth 
during his student days at Moody Bible 
Institute; Dr. L. Sale-Harrison; Dr. 
Robert Schaefer. 

Seth’s staff has increased over the 


years. His elder son, twenty-eight-year- 
old Herman, has graduated from Bible 
school and is now full-time pastor of the 
nearby Lake Charles Bible Church, 
which his father founded. The second 
son, Lowell, assisted in the home work 
for three months after completing his 
Bible education, but recently accepted a 
call to the pastorate of the Church of 
the Open Door in Beaumont, Texas. At 
present, Seth’s direct assistants include 
U. O. Doiron and Ethel Green, both local 
young people who received complete 
Bible institute training before returning 
to the field. 

Payment for the workers is somewhat 
uncertain. In an area where offerings 
are not too high, Christian education

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ERCY unto you and peace and love 

be multiplied (Jude 2, AS.V.). 

The salutation of Jude is far 

more than a courteous expression 
at the beginning of a letter. Like other 
Scripture, it is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable (II Tim. 3:16). 
It is important for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in right- 
eousness. Neglected though it has been, 
it is the only such statement in the en- 
tire Bible. 

We know that there is a divine order 
in the familiar salutation of Paul, “grace 
to you, and peace,” for grace must always 
precede peace. There is likewise a divine 
order in the multiplication of mercy, 
peace and love in Jude 2. 

This epistle has to do with apostasy in 
the last time (v. 18). God’s people will 
need mercy in those days. Mercy is di- 
vine pity expressing itself in help for the 
needy. It presupposes need and helpless- 
ness. 

The word mercy stands over the 
threshold of this epistle of the apostasy, 
introducing a somber picture. Where the 
word law is over a door, we find death 
(Num. 15:32-36), failure (Jas. 2:10), with 
Christ the only remedy (Gal. 3:24). The 
door designated works leads us to a 
chamber of horrors (Gal. 5:19-21) ; grace 
opens upon the riches of undeserved 
favor. God, who is rich in mercy (Eph. 
2:4), exhorts us in His Word to “come 
boldly to the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need” (Heb. 4:16). Such a time 
will surely come. 

Peace is the second great Bible word 
to be multiplied for believers in the last 
days. There is no peace to the wicked 
(Isa. 57:20, 21), but “we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Rom. 5:1). Already this is the portion 
of those to whom Jude writes, but they 
will need more of the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding. As D. L. 
Moody wrote in the margin of his Bible 

at Philippians 4:6, 7, “This is ours when 
we worry about nothing, pray about 
everything, thank God for anything.” It 
is to garrison our hearts until the Lord 
comes and takes us to our eternal peace. 

The third word in our verse is love, 
the bond uniting believers to their Lord 
and to one another. It is the first com- 
mandment of Christ: “A new command- 
ment I give unto you, that ye love one an- 
other . . . By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples” (John 13:34, 35). 
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A STUDY OF THE GENERAL EPISTLE OF JUDE 
By §. Maxweze Cover 


In one form or another, as brought 
out in the American Standard Version, 
the word love appears in each of the first 
three verses of Jude. It must be im- 
portant. It may suggest that an outstand- 
ing reason for apostasy is lack of love 
among brethren. Philadelphia is followed 
by Laodicea. When love is absent, men 
outside the true Church lack evidence 
that we are indeed disciples of Christ. 

Here are the mercy of God, the peace 
of God, the love of God. They reap- 
pear at the close of the epistle, bringing 
into focus the holy Trinity once more. 
We are to keep ourselves in the love of 
God the Father (v. 21), to look for the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto 
eternal life (v. 21), to keep praying in 
the Holy Spirit (v. 20), the key to the ex- 
perience of the peace of God (Phil. 4: 
6, 7). 

There is an upward look in the word 
mercy, an inward look in the word peace, 
an outward look in the word love. These 
three relate us properly to God, to our 
own inner being, to our brethren around 
us. When they are multiplied, and only 
then, will we be able to cope with the 
great apostasy of the last days. 
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—_— while I was giv- 
ing all diligence to write unto you of our 
common salvation, I was constrained to 
write unto you exhorting you to contend 
earnestly for the faith which was once 
for all delivered unto the saints” (Jude 3, 
AS.V.). 

Note here that the message of Jude 
is addressed to the beloved of the Lord. 
God’s Word is for God’s people. It will 
have little meaning to those who have not 
been born into His family, for “the 
natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God: for they are foolish- 
ness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned” (I Cor. 2:14). 

How wonderful that we are the be- 
loved of the Lord! There are two words 
for love in the original Greek of the 
New Testament. One of them, phileo, 
stands for human or family love. It is so 
used in Matthew 10:37. Although it may 
be fervent and enduring, it also may be 
fickle and changing. 

The other, higher word for love, 
agapao, is the one used in Jude. It is 
the word for divine love, never changing. 
It is the love of John 3:16, the love which 
is shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit. How much it means to be the re- 
cipients of this kind of love, especially 


when called to pass through suffering! 

“Beloved,” said the Lord through Peter, 
“think it not strange concerning the fiery 

trial which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you: but 
rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ’s sufferings” (I Pet. 4:12). Back 
of the love which led the apostles to 
write stands the eternal, changeless love 
of our God. Here is another encourage- 
ment for Christians in days of apostasy. 

As Jude was diligently preparing to 
write about our common salvation, some- 
thing happened which changed his mind. 
There came to him a definite compulsion 
to write about the defense of our most 
holy faith. What might otherwise have 
been merely a letter from one believer to 
another became a letter by the Holy 
Spirit to the whole Church, a part of 
the sacred canon of Scripture. 

The “common salvation” to which he 
refers is the common property of all be- 
lievers. It is necessary alike for the out- 
cast who lives in open sin, and the 
virtuous welfare worker whose life is 
blameless in the sight of men. There is 
no respect of persons with God. Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

The compulsion which Jude experi- 
enced may be rendered literally, “I had 
necessity.” The same expression is found 
in Acts 17:3, “Christ must needs have 
suffered, and risen again from the dead.” 
He must needs die for our sins; the Holy 
Spirit must needs warn us through Jude 
that men will deny the necessity for that 
death. Such denial must be resisted by 
the saints. 

Paul wrote of a similar compulsion. 
“Necessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the gospel” 
(I Cor. 9:16). The overwhelming power 
of the Holy Spirit compelled him to 
preach. 

The root meaning of this expression 
in the Greek is “to compress.” Pressure 
was brought to bear upon Jude; therefore 
our epistle is not a human document, but 
a message from the hand of God. No 
doubt Jude’s diligence commended him 
to the Lord; but his words are the choice 
of the Spirit Himself, to instruct His 
people concerning those who creep in- 
to the Church, bringing with them 
damnable heresies. 

It is important to realize that the 
epistle of Jude is the result of the con- 
straining, overwhelming wisdom and 
power of the Holy Spirit and that the: 
message is expressed in the exact words:

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HERE are three passages containing 
the word Christian which throw 
light in a special way on the nature 
of the Christian life: Acts 11:26; 
Acts 26:28; and I Peter 4:16. These are 
the only occurrences of this word in the 
New Testament. Seeing that the term 
has come to be so universally used, it 
is interesting thus to go back to the 
beginnings and consider what it meant 
in those days. This may help us in the 
understanding of its true significance. 

From the first instance it is evident 
that it was a term applied to the disciples 
oi Jesus by outsiders. This is in itself a 
suggestive fact. The first and simplest 
meaning of the word is a follower of 
Christ. The supreme impression made 
upon the men of Antioch by the little 
band of disciples was that of their al- 
legiance to Christ. It was of Him they 
spoke, His commandments they obeyed, 
and His Spirit they manifested. 

In the second instance the word is 
part of the supercilious question of a 
king who was impressed with the ag- 
gressive spirit of Paul. This is also in- 
teresting as revealing the spirit of those 
earliest. Christians. They were not merely 
followers of Christ themselves, but they 
were anxious to bring all with whom 
they came in contact into the same re- 
lationship to Christ. Even Agrippa, amus- 
ing himself for an odd hour by hearing 


one of these Christians talk, was im- 
pressed most of all with the prisoner’s 
desire to secure his submission to Christ. 

The third and last instance is the only 
one in which the word was used by a 
Christian. Peter recognized that this 
name applied to persons made them 
at once liable to suffering, and then he 
urged those to whom he wrote not to be 
ashamed of any such reproach. Rather 
let the name be accepted and let him 
who bears it be worthy of it; “let him 
glorify God in this name.” 

External manifestations of speech and 
conduct and habit gave rise to the name. 
The three facts suggested are those of 
discipleship, propagandism and suffering. 

The hidden fact was that of the pres- 
ence of Christ in the inner life of these 
people by the new birth. They had re- 
ceived Christ by believing on Him, and 
in the inner shrine of their lives He 
lived and reigned by the Holy Spirit’s 
administration. 

A Christian, then, is one in whom 
Christ is formed by the miracle of re- 
generation, and through whom Christ 
is manifested before the eyes of the 
world, and with whom Christ co-operates 
in the work of saving men, and to whom 
Christ grants fellowship in His suffering. 

The nature of Christian life is Christ’s 
life taking hold upon all the inner life 
of man, changing, dominating, impuls-

ing; and Christ’s life blossoming in 
character and bearing fruit in conduct.

HE SUSTENANCE Of the Chris- 
tian life is indicated in John 6:47-58; 
16:13-15; Colossians 3:16; Ephesians 
5:18. The word life suggests the need of 
sustenance. In every form of life known 
to man, always excepting the essential 
life of God, there is movement toward 
perfection. Arrest placed upon this de- 
velopment from whatever cause must 
result in the cessation of life sooner or 
later. . 
The new creation demands its sus- 
tenance quite as truly as the old, and 
God has perfectly provided for it. As in 
the natural life of man, so in the 
spiritual; there are two elements of 
necessary sustenance, aliment and at- 
mosphere. 

The food of the divine life in man is 
Christ in all His perfections. The atmos- 
phere of the life is the Holy Spirit in 
all His power. Neither of these means of 
sustenance can be neglected without 
peril to Christian life. In the full use 
of both there will be constant develop-

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CAMPBELL MORGAN 


HE most outstanding preacher that this country has heard during the past thirty years''—this was 
Dr. James M. Gray's estimate of Dr. G. Campbell Morgan whose ministry spanned the Atlantic 
and reached from the days of D. L. Moody to the era of World War Il. 
Born on a farm in England in 1863, he was brought up in a strict Puritanical home, where he 
amused himself by preaching to his sisters’ dolls. Although his first sermon before a responsive 
audience was delivered in a Wesleyan schoolroom at the age of thirteen, he was engulfed in doubt 
and confusion concerning his faith after preparing for the ministry. 
Remembering those two chaotic years, Dr. Morgan later wrote, "The only hope for me was the 
. | stopped reading books about the Bible and began to read the Bible itself. | saw 
the light and was back on the path." For seven years thereafter his reading concerning the things 
of God was confined to the Word of God itself. 

Ordained a minister of the Congregational Church in 1889, the young man became the leading 
evangelical speaker in England, holding several pastorates. His fame spreading to America, Mr. 
Moody engaged him as a visiting lecturer at Northfield, Mass., from 1901-1904. Later he became 
widely known in the United States and Canada as a Bible conference speaker, lecturer, pastor and 
teacher before returning to England in 1935 to become the pastor of Westminster Congregational 
Church in London. His earthly life of testimony and ministry came to a close in May, 1945. 

Dr. Morgan was a prolific but profound writer of evangelical books, booklets, tracts and articles. Among his best-known books 
are Parables of the Kingdom; the ten-volume work, The Analysed Bible; Christian Principles; and The Graded Bible. ‘'The Life of 
the Christian" was published in The Institute Tie for March, 1904, with the designation, "Nuggets from addresses delivered February

serious. Soon the ceremony is over. 

Then the notes of the organ swell 

as the young husband and wife turn 
from the altar toward the unforgettable 
moments of the reception and going 
away. 

Again and again this scene is being 
repeated. Arm in arm, young people are 
beginning the great adventure of estab- 
lishing a home and family. Those who 
avoid the pitfalls which beset so many 
married couples today will know the 
greatest and most lasting joy and satis- 
faction God has provided for mankind; 
those who fail will know tragic depths 
of despair and heartbreak. 

There is a superabundance of advice— 
some good, some not so good—for the 
newly married couple. But more than 
anything else, young people—and those 
who have been married for months or 
years—need to realize that a truly suc- 
cessful marriage is possible only in 
partnership with God. “Except the Lord 
build the house, they labor in vain that 
build it” (Ps. 127:1). 

The enduring, richly beautiful rela- 
tionship that God would have every 
marriage to be is possible only if it 
rests upon faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
as Saviour and obedience to the Scrip-

tures. Without these, marriage at best 
can be no more than a shadow of what 
God intended. At worst it may end in 
sorrow and bitter failure. 

It is important to realize at the outset 
that God’s pattern for the perfect mar- 
riage He desires for every husband and 
wife is a plan for born-again people. 
Only the man and woman who have be- 
come new creations in Christ, indwelt 
by the Holy Spirit and motivated by 
love for the Saviour and a desire to 
serve Him, can hope to follow the stand- 
ards set forth and the instructions given 
in the Word of God. In marriage, as in 
other areas of life, it is abundantly true 
that “other foundation can no man lay 
than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ” 
(I Cor. 3:11). 

Having this essential and blessed 
foundation, however, the cornerstone of 
every life partnership should be the 
realization that marriage is more than 
a visible union. It is a spiritual oneness 
established by Almighty God; and it is 
He who makes it more precious and en- 
during than any other human relation- 
ship. 

Marriage has been God’s provision for 
every generation since Adam. Observing 
Adam in the Garden of Eden, God said: 
“Tt is not good that the man should be 





alone; I will make him an help meet 
for him” (Gen. 2:18). Thereupon He 
created woman to be a companion, co- 
worker, helper and lifelong blessing. 

The very manner of woman’s creation 
suggests the excellence of God’s pro- 
vision. As Matthew Henry points out, 
“The woman was made of a rib out of 
the side of Adam; not made out of his 
head to rule over him, but out of his 
side to be equal with him, under his 
arm to be protected, and near his heart 
to be loved.” 

Centuries later, the Lord Jesus Christ 
pointed out that marriage is not merely 
an earthly union to be dissolved by 
earthly authorities, but that God Him- 
self knits together the lives and the 
love of man and woman, joining them 
with invisible ties stronger than any 
mere custom or ceremony. “For this 
cause shall a man leave father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his wife: 
ind they twain shall be one flesh,” He 
said. “What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder” (Matt. 
19:5, 6). 

Christians who have prayerfully sought 
God’s will in their marriage plans should 
rejoice in the assurance that their 
marriage rests hot upon human emo- 
tions, even those most precious, but upon 


* the wisdom and unfailing power of God. 


Bassas as it is, such as- 
surance alone is not enough. Every 
husband and wife should seek God’s 
daily help in building the structure of 
their marriage. 

If you would have God’s help in your 
own marriage, let your home be centered 
around a family altar. As husband and 
wife, seek the guidance and blessing 
which come from reverent daily reading 
ot the Word of God together and of 
earnest prayer. Begin immediately; let 
it be one of the first and most important 
adjustments of the first days and weeks 
of marriage. Continue in spite of hin- 
drances and obstacles till it is the most 
deep-seated practice of your lives. 

Perhaps your marriage has already be- 
gun without such a family altar. Then 
prayerfully and penitently begin now 
where you should have begun months or 
years ago. As you permit Him to do so, 
God will meet with you and bless your 
home. 

If you would have the Lord share in 
the building of your marriage, build it 
also on a scriptural relationship between 
one another. The Scriptures plainly state 
that as the head of every man is Christ, 
so the head of the woman is the man 
(I Cor. 11:3, 8, 9). Wives are instructed to 
submit themselves unto their own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord (Eph. 5:22). 
Husbands likewise are exhorted to love 
their wives “as Christ also loved the 
church.” This is not the word of man, 
but the Word of God. 

In this clearly defined pattern of 
authority, the wife in the home will find 
the security and protection consciously 
or unconsciously longed for by so many 
women today. In it, too, will be found 
the perfect safeguard against arbitrary, 
harsh or self-assertive authority on the 
part of the husband. The man who 
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cherishes his wife “as Christ also lovea 
the church” cannot but be gentle and 

thoughtful in the direction of his house- 

hold. His exercise of God-given authority 

will not be a stumbling block and a trial. 

but the arm of loving protection, 

guidance and sustaining strength. 

Such a pattern of authority will also 
assure God’s blessing later if children 
come into the home. The apostle Paul 
writes in Colossians 3:21, “Fathers, pro- 
voke not your children to anger, lest 
they be discouraged.” In effect he is say- 
ing, “Do not provoke your children to 
wrath by being too harsh, unreasonable 
and changeable in the exercise of your 
authority as head of the home. Treat 
them with true parental kindness and 
gentleness.” Not authority alone, but 
authority guided by love is God’s prin- 
ciple for the home. 

If you seek God’s help in strengthen- 
ing your marriage, dedicate this rela- 
tionship, as all others, to the service of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Make it your fre- 
quent prayer that your lives together 
may count more for the Saviour than 
they could have counted singly. Set apart 
your home as a place to honor Him, 
where thanks is given at mealtime, where 
children are brought up to know Christ 
as their Saviour, where strangers cannot 
stop without having their eyes and 
hearts turned toward your Lord. Let it 
be a place where those of your own 
household and others who enter your 
home may be refreshed by the Holy 
Spirit. 

Finally, if you want God to be the 
daily Builder of your marriage, learn to 
walk with Him by faith in every part 
of your lives together. Go to Him for 
instruction; go to Him in perplexity or 
in sorrow or disappointment. Trust Him 
wholly in every problem, pray without 
ceasing, obey fully and unhesitatingly. 


No MERE SET OF RULES, NO 
golden principle of self-guided conduct, 
can make your marriage a success. Only 
day-by-day reliance upon the living, real 
and all-sufficient Saviour as Lord of your 
home, as Guide and Enabler can make 
your marriage all you hope and all that 
God desires it to be. This is the essence 
of God’s plan and pattern for the perfect 
marriage. 

Perhaps the structure of your marriage 
has been taking shape for many years. 
Perhaps you are seeing that much of 
what has already been built has been 
in vain. God can still transform it if 
you are willing to make Him the center 
of your home. 

Whether your marriage is still breath- 
lessly new or whether it has been 
seasoned by months or years of precious 
associations, may you be able to say with 
the psalmist, “Thou art my hiding place; 
thou shalt preserve me from trouble; 
thou shalt compass me about with songs 
of deliverance” (Ps. 32:7). If this is your 
daily confidence, the promise of God 
which follows immediately is one which 
you may also claim: “I will instruct thee 
and teach thee in the way which thou 
shalt go: I will guide thee with mine

"We Have a New Church ”

ORD send a revival to our church.” Such 
was our united and sincere prayer at 
the Lorimer Memorial Baptist Church 

in Chicago. 

In mid-March God began answering 
these petitions in an unprecedented man- 
ner. Within three weeks the church saw 
134 conversions, 280 rededications, and 
twenty-one decisions for full-time Chris- 
tian service, besides scores of other de- 
cisions, the importance of which will be 
revealed only in eternity. One of the 
deacons expressed the unanimous opinion 
of the membership when he declared with 
enthusiasm, “We have a new church.” 

Three weeks prior to the time evan- 
gelistic meetings were to begin, members 
of the congregation were invited to meet 
with the pastor each Saturday evening 
for special prayer in behalf of revival. 
Most of the time at the regular mid- 
week services was also spent in praying 
for revival. In addition, nearly one hun-

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dred members enlisted in a “chain of 
prayer” from 6:00 a.m. to midnight daily, 
with each member of the chain being 
responsible for praying during a definite 
fifteen-minute period. 

The special meetings began Sunday, 
March 5, under the leadership of Evan- 
gelist Michael Guido, of the Extension 
Department of Moody Bible Institute. By 
the following Sunday it was evident that 
prayers were being answered. 

On this second Sunday, after Mr. Guido 
had spoken before the combined Bible 
school, more than thirty youths came 
forward for salvation with deep convic- 
tion of sin. Bible school teachers and 
personal workers knelt beside their pupils, 
pointing out the way of salvation as re- 
vealed in the Word, and instructing some 
as to how to ask God to save them. 

At the morning service which followed, 
worshipers were aware that they were on 
holy ground. After a brief message by 
the evangelist, the invitation was given 
to believers who had backslidden to come 





forward and, with hands on the open 
Bible, renew their dedication to the Lord. 
One by one they came to the altar. Many 
open Bibles had to be made available 
as more than two hundred persons came 
to renew their dedication to the Lord. 
These were joined by others accepting 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 

The manifestation of God’s power con- 
tinued throughout the second week of 
the meetings. Decisions were made night- 
ly, and the board of deacons unanimously 
requested Mr. and Mrs. Guido to remain 
for a third week. 

On Tuesday ,night of this final week 
of services, members of the church came 
to the chapel at various periods through- 
out the night to pray for the revival 
and for the salvation of friends and 
loved ones. This intercession continued 
throughout the following day. 

The genuineness of the revival was 
apparent in the restitutions that were 
made. One man confessed that he had 
made four thousand dollars in a business 
deal which was legal but “shady,” and 
he had to return the amount to the party 
that had been wronged before he could 
have peace in his own heart and life. 

Another businessman confessed that 
he had been guilty of padding his ex- 
pense account with his company. Al- 
though he did not drink, he had yielded 
to the urging of his associates, who were 
drinking men, to make his expense state- 
ments equal to theirs, for they “were sure 
the company wouldn’t object.” This 
businessman went to his superior, con- 
fessed what he had done and offered 
to repay. 

Meanwhile, Christians who had. not 
been on speaking terms with their fellow 
Christians for some time, sought each 
other's forgiveness. 

On the closing Sunday of the meetings, 
the annual commitment service of tithes, 
talents and time was conducted, at which 
time all but $8,000 of a $44,000 annual 
church budget was underwritten by the 
membership, and within a few days fol- 
lowing, the entire budget was subscribed. 
This was another indication of a real 
spiritual revival which reached down 
into the hearts and treasures of the 
church membership. 

Members commenting on the revival 
have said: “Never in all my life have I 
experienced anything like it.” “The serv- 
ices became the most unusual demonstra- 
tion of the moving of God’s Spirit in 
hearts and lives.” “We have experienced 
a real heaven-sent revival—it has been 
glorious!”

N estimated 170,000 persons from 
nearly every section of the six state 
area from the Canadian border to 

New York heard Evangelist Billy Graham 
during his four-week revival campaign in 
New England during April. More than 
6,000 decisions for Christ have been re- 
ported. 

More than 9,000 heard the young evan- 
gelist’s closing message at Hartford, 
Conn., with 400 responding to the altar 
call. At the conclusion of this service, he 
boarded a train for Washington, D.C., 
admitting to friends that he was “tired, 
awfully tired.” 

Earlier exhaustion had prevented Dr. 
Graham from preaching at meetings in 
two New England cities. After two days’ 
rest, however, he resumed his preaching 
schedule, which was climaxed by four 
meetings in Boston Garden and a huge 
outdoor meeting on Sunday, April 23, on 
the Boston Common where he spoke be- 
fore 50,000 persons. 

“The meeting on the Common Sunday 
was one of the greatest experiences in 
my entire life,” the evangelist admitted 
to reporters. 

Reports from Boston described how on 
the morning of the outdoor meeting with 
rain pattering against the windows of 
his hotel, Dr. Graham had prayed that 
God would make it possible that the 
meeting might be held and more souls 
won for Christ. Later, as he began to 
preach, the rain stopped and the sun 
broke through the clouds. 


As the Lord is moving large numbers 
of hearts in cities through the ministry 
of His servants, so He continues to bless 
the smaller communities through the 
faithful, yet less publicized service of 
other laborers for Christ. 

During March, Eddie Wagner con- 
ducted meetings at Calvary Baptist 
Church in Quincy, Ill. The services were 
signally honored of the Lord with about 
forty decisions and a number of rededi- 
cations. 


About six hundred professions in fif- 
teen days resulted from the John R. Rice 
union revival campaign at Presque Isle, 
Me., the latter part of March. All but 
sixty of these professions were first-time 
decisions, a large proportion being adults. 


Young people meeting in prayer for 
unsaved parents challenged many adults 
during the “Back to the Bible” revival 
in the Springwells Avenue Baptist 
Church of Detroit, Mich. The meeting, 
led by Mr. and Mrs. O. W. Stucky, re- 
sulted in many outstanding conversions.

ust before Christmas we went to two 
J leprosy colonies to bring them Christ- 

mas cheer. 

The Christian colony is far away, at 
the foot of the mountains down near the 
sea. We went in a truck, a crowd of 
young people with us to sing the Christ- 
mas carols, an able pastor to give the 
Christmas message, and some sweets to 
give out to the patients. 

The lepers were clean, shining clean, 
the whole colony spotlessly clean, obvi- 
ously prepared and awaiting our coming. 
All the lepers there are Christian, and 
instantaneously we had the feeling of 
“one family in Christ,” for we knew that 
they love the Lord as we do. We had wor- 
ship together; and then afterward they 
gave us a program, witty and interesting, 
and how they sang the hymns! 

One young man, a leper patient, gave 
a short talk in English. One wondered: 
When he was studying English, what did 
he then dream would be its use in his 
life? Did he think he might go abroad 
some day, or would he be a merchant im- 
porting things from England and Ameri- 
ca and answering letters ably in English? 
Did he learn English before he knew he 
had the curse of leprosy, when he still 
thought that life lay like a straight, shin- 
ing road before him? Or did he know 
that he had it, and then, in a gallant 
gathering up of the defenses left to him 
of his life, decided to learn English just 
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for the enjoyment it would give him to be 
accomplishing something? 

There were strong, broad-shouldered 
men who sat in the audience of lepers, 
too, men with keen, capable minds, men 
who doubtless longed to be out in the 
world doing their share of the world’s 
work, treated as equals with other men. 
There was a young: boy there also, the 
dew of childhood scarce out of his eyes, 
his fresh, bright face strangely incongru- 
ous among so many tortured, deformed 
ones. 

They were happy to see us come, they 
were content when we had fellowship 
with them; but when we left—it was al- 
most beyond bearing. They stood in a 
group to see us off, their faces an open 
book to those who were leaving. They all 
had that hurt, hungry look of defenseless 
people, the lost look of those who know 
surely that they will face loneliness again, 
a loneliness they dread because it hurts 
them so, the aching loneliness of enforced 
isolation. “Unclean! Unclean!” the world 
still shouts and stands aside, and the 
words are deafening loud in the ears of 
those who wait in still far places for 
death to release them from the pain in 
their hearts as well as in their bodies. 

At the next colony, which is a govern- 
ment leprosy colony, there are more than 
three hundred lepers. Because it is near 
to Taipeh we go there often. 

One time when I was there I went into 


the rooms of all those who were so far 
advanced with the disease that they 
could not leave their beds. In one room 
I stood by the bed of a blind leper whose 
face was turned away from me toward 
the wall. I played the accordion softly 
to him, sang to him, talked to him—to 
no avail, he would not even turn. I sup- 
pose he thought that if he did turn he 
still couldn’t see me or the accordion, and 
perhaps he knew that his own face was 
deformed. He did not know that we came 
not to look at faces but to reach hearts. 
I went away that day sick with disap- 
pointment, and for days and nights 
afterward it haunted me. How could I 
reach the heart of a man who was too 
bitter even to turn toward me? 

This time, after I had made the rounds 
of all the homes, calling the lepers to- 
gether with my accordion, I left the oth- 
ers to carry on the program of worship, 
and I went back to my place of Waterloo, 
to try once more to win him. This time 
he turned at once and smiled and greeted 
me by name. Perhaps he had been re- 
morseful, too, that he had been ungra- 
cious. 

He listened carefully while I told the 
story of God’s love to him, how God had 
prepared a better place than this world 
for him, and would give him a new body 
there which would never know pain 
again, and how He had sent Jesus to be 
the Saviour of the world, to tell men the 
good news and to die for their sins. He 
understood with the clarity of a simple, 
unspoiled, humble mind, but he was not 
quite ready to decide. “I will think about 
it,” he promised; but he seemed to be 
happy to have me pray for him there. I 
prayed with each one down the whole 
corridor, for even if they are not yet 
Christians they like to have us pray for 
them. 

In one room there were two blind leper 
women. As I talked to one of what God 
had promised to give to those who love 
Him and obey Him and who want to go 
to the place He has prepared, she kept 
crying softly, the tears from her blind 
eyes falling over her pale, pain-racked 
face. “I know, I know,” she kept saying, 
“but I suffer so now.” She could hardly 
think of the future because of present 
pain. But in the end, after the prayer, as 
if by a tremendous effort, she wrested her 
her thoughts away from the present, and 
from her white lips came the words, “I 
thank God!” 

In spite of deep suffering, in spite of 
the fact that she scarcely knew anything 
about God or the Saviour, still she had 
voluntarily acknowledged Him. I almost

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From the Fields 

Indonesia. Newest member in the grow- 
ing family of nations is the new republic 
of the United States of Indonesia. It 
includes most of what used to be known 
as the Netherlands East Indies, the most 
extensive and valuable portion of the 
Dutch colonial empire during several 
centuries. In 1930 the population of this 
area had reached sixty millions, about 
two-thirds of them in Java alone, and 
recent estimates place the number much 
higher, even as high as eighty millions. 

Missionaries, even while supporting the 
right of the Indonesians to govern them- 
selves, have viewed the assumption of 
power by the new government with some 
trepidation. A large majority of the In- 
donesians are Mohammedans, though 
there are some large Hindu and pagan 
minorities, not to mention about two mil- 
lion Christians. The attitude of Moham- 
medan countries toward religious liberty 
has always been distinctly unfavorable to 
the work of Christian missionaries, and 
even discriminatory against large . reli- 
gious minorities in their own land. 

Much of the Christian work in the is- 
lands has previously been under the 
Dutch state church and subsidized by the 
government. It is certainly not to be 
expected that the new government will 
continue these subsidies as before. Con- 
sequently a financial crisis is facing much 
of the work, which has never been on an 
indigenous financial basis. Dr. U. H. 
Van Beyma, missions consul for the area, 
has declared that a hundred American 
missionaries would be welcomed to help 
carry on the educational, medical and 
evangelistic work of the churches. Yet it 
is unlikely that the American churches 
will accept the invitation unless a part 
of the work is completely handed over to 
their control. There are national and 
denominational differences which consti- 
tute a problem. 


Portugal. When 182 people come for- 
ward in one service in Portugal to profess 
faith in Christ, that is indeed news— 
good news! For this small European 
country has not been noted as a fruitful 
field for Evangelical work. Of the various 
groups which have worked here, all are 
small, and sometimes there has been lack 
of co-operation. But since the beginning 
of the year there has been a spiritual 
movement in the Marinha Grande which 
has led a Baptist missionary there to 
write, “We stand in the middle of a 
Pentecost in Portugal.” And his testimony 
is borne out by the reports of others. 

Marinha Grande is a country place 
where there is a large glass factory. The 
Baptists have been carrying on a work 
here under the Conservative Baptist For- 
eign Mission Society, and on January 1 
were ready to dedicate their church 
building, a neat but plain looking edifice 
which would seat about 700 people. A 
series of nightly meetings followed the 
opening of the new church, with some 
eight preachers taking turns in ex- 
pounding the scriptural message of life. 
Night after night the church was 
crowded, with many having to stand out- 
side and hear as best they could.

of the meetings an invitation was given, 
and 182 jammed the aisles to the plat- 
form in response. The following nights 
there were others, until at the end of 
the week 332 had given their names as 
desirous of following the Saviour. These 
public confessions are being followed by 
visits to the homes of the new believers 
and careful attempts to establish them 
in their new-found faith. 

Some of the testimonies given in the 
meetings are very touching. A young 
boy stood to say that although he did not 
know who his earthly father was, yet in 
Christ he now knew his heavenly Father. 
He had hardly finished when an elderly, 
well-dressed man arose and said, “I am 
the boy’s father, and I too want to take 
Jesus as my Saviour.” 

A young man of twenty-five stood and 
said, “I was a thief. Many here tonight 
know this, but I want all to know it be- 
cause I am a new man. Christ has come 
into my heart.” 

Of course there has been opposition. 
Disturbances have been caused in the 
meetings, and there has been interference 
with the public address system. To bring 
the movement into discredit, hammers 
and sickles have been painted on the 
front of the new building. But when a 
high authority came to town to in- 
vestigate the movement, the police chief 
reported: “One thing I can say is that 
the Baptists have led men to give up 
drinking and carousing. Families have 
been united which have been separated. 
I have sent secret police to watch the 
meetings. They report that the only thing 
done there is the preaching of the gospel. 
The priests never did what the Baptists 
are doing. That is all I can say.” 


Belgian Congo. Protestant missions 
have been given their first small op- 
portunity for broadcasting over Radio 
Congo Belge. A half hour has been made 
available in the early evening every 
third Sunday, beginning with January 
&, for Christian music and a message. It 
is required, however, that all speakers 
be of Belgian nationality or ordained 
Belgian Congo pastors. The Congo Prot- 
estant Council arranges for the broad- 
casts in co-operation with the various 
missions. 


Liberia. The design for a new Liberian 
postage stamp is based on sketches sub- 
mitted by missionary Norma Bloomquist, 
of the United Lutheran Mission in that 
country. There are actually two stamps, 
a five-cent regular mail and a twenty- 
five-cent air mail, which celebrate the 
beginning of a national literacy cam- 
paign, a matter of deep interest to all 
missionaries. 


Brazil. Violence flared up in the 
north Brazilian town of Barbalha when 
some visiting Franciscan friars incited 
a mob to attack a Protestant meeting in 
a private home. Missionaries of the Bap- 
tist “Mid-Missions” as well as Brazilian 
believers were struck by the flying stones, 
but none was seriously injured. A second 
meeting was held with military protec- 
tion, but a subsequent order from the 
governor of the state forbade the mis- 
sionaries to return to the town until 
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after the friars should depart,

WORD PICTURES IN PHILIPPIANS 

N Philippians 3:4-6 Paul paints his 

own portrait against the dark back- 

ground of the false teachings of the 
Judaizers. He had at one time held to 
their doctrines, but the Lord had saved 
him. The human attainments they de- 
pended upon for salvation, he had dis- 
carded as a means of salvation. These he 
lists. 

“Eight days old in circumcision.” Con- 
verts to Judaism were circumcised in ma- 
turity, Ishmaelites in their thirteenth 
year. But Paul was neither; he was of 
the stock of Israel. The expression “an 
Hebrew of the Hebrews” does not mean 
that Paul was an outstanding Jew. He 
was that. The expression is ‘Efpaios é3 
ESpaiwvy, “a Hebrew out of Hebrews.” 
That is, he was a son of Hebrew parents. 

In 3:7, the “what things” are the hu- 
man attainments and possessions of 
verses 4-6. The word is qualitative in its 
aspect. It is, “what things that were of 
such a nature as to be” gains to me. The 
word is plural. “Those” is emphatic, 
“these things.” “Counted” is  jyéoua 
(hégeomai), “to consider, deem, think, 
account.” The verb is in the perfect tense, 
speaking of a finished process having 
present results. After mature considera- 
tion, Paul had come to a settled convic- 
tion with regard to the matter of the 
utter inefficacy of the merit of human at- 
tainments to win him salvation. The 
word “loss” is singular. The various gains, 
he counted as one dead loss, because de- 
pendence upon these kept him from de- 
pendence upon the Lord Jesus for salva- 
tion. 

In 3:8, “I count” is present tense, dura- 
tive action, “I am counting.” Paul had 
come to a settled conviction about the 
liability of what he had once thought of 
as gains, and was holding tenaciously to 
that conviction. “Suffered” is  (nutdw 
(zémioo), “to fine, to punish by exacting 
a forfeit.” One could translate, “for 
whose sake I have been caused to for- 
feit.” The “all things” were the family 
inheritance which would have been his. 
History tells us that at the time Paul was 
a resident of Tarsus, only the wealthy 
and influential were allowed to retain 
their Tarsian citizenship. Paul was a 
citizen of Tarsus. His parents were 
Wealthy Jews. They disinherited him 
when he became a Christian. He left a 
home of affluence to become a poor itin- 
erant missionary who supported himself 
by making tents. 

The word “win” is the same word trans- 
lated “gain” in verse 7. The words “that 
I may win Christ” do not refer to Paul’s 
acquisition of Christ as Saviour, but to 
his appropriating into his life as a 
Christian, the perfections, the graces, the 
fragrance of the person of Christ.

God wants us to have. Thus Jude takes 
his place with those of whom it is written, 
“The prophecy came not in old time by 
the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (II Pet. 1:21). 


‘ie First God-breathed ex- 
hortation to come from Jude is that we 
are to be contending earnestly for the 
faith once for all delivered to the saints. 

It is a striking fact that the Greek 
word exhort is the verb of the noun 
Paraclete, applied to the Holy Spirit as 
our Comforter in John 16:7. The Para- 
clete is “one called alongside to help.” 
There is a sense in which, through this 
epistle, Jude is called to our side to help 
us with counsel and advice in a time of 
great darkness. 

What does it mean to contend earnest- 
ly for the faith? “To contend earnestly” 
is but one word in the original, meaning 
“to agonize upon.” Even though our 
English word agony may not have the 
exact connotation in our language as the 
original from which it has been taken, 
it is clear that we must take seriously 
the defense of our most holy faith. 
Bagster’s Greek Lexicon renders this 
word, “to contend strenuously in defense 
of,” a meaning which should be kept 
clearly in mind. 

Each believer who respects all of God’s 
Word must decide as in the presence of 
the Lord whether or not he is faithfully 
following Jude’s exhortation. We are con- 
tending for the faith when we strengthen 
the hands of faithful pastors who are 
honoring the Word of God in their 
pulpits. We are contending for the faith 
when we give an unflinching witness for 
our blessed Saviour, when we distribute 
tracts, when we make possible the train- 
ing of faithful ambassadors for Christ, 
when we withhold support and encour- 
agement from those who compromise or 
deny the whole counsel of God, when we 
speak out against the preaching of an- 
other gospel. 

The Sunday school teacher who is 
true to the Scriptures is contending for 
the faith as surely as the missionary 
who lives in the midst of paganism. It 
is written, “Cease, my son, to hear the 
instruction that causeth to err from the 
words of knowledge” (Prov. 19:27). It 
is likewise written, “Be watchful, and 
strengthen the things which remain, that 
are ready to die” (Rev. 3:2). Each man 
must be fully persuaded in his own mind, 
as before God, what he must do in any 
set of circumstances in obedience to Jude 
3. 

Light upon this subject is shed again 
by the structure of this epistle. In verse 
3 we are required to contend for the 
faith, in verse 20 we are required to be 
building up ourselves on our most holy 
faith. 

There is an Old Testament illustration 
of this twofold attitude of the believer 
toward the faith. When Nehemiah’s men 
were building the wall of Jerusalem, 
enemies sought to keep them from it, 
just as enemies seek to keep us from 
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EWS reports this month continue 
N to reflect the fact that the world 

is interested in religious observ- 
ances, but—except for areas touched by 
revival here and there—unaware or un- 
interested in God’s great gift of salva- 
tion. 


Pilgrims and Passion Plays 

Holy Year pilgrims still flock to Rome, 
though not in as large numbers as ex- 
pected. Announcement of the discovery 
of archaeological treasures, including 
bones said to be those of the apostle 
Peter, is expected to increase the flow of 
Holy Year visitors. Newspapers continue 
to carry more religious news and features, 
and so-called passion plays, depicting 
the life of Christ, are expected to at- 
tract more producers and more spectators 
this year than at any time since the 
fifteenth century. 

From the far side of the world, in 
India, where the great mass of people 
are as yet unreached by the gospel, 
reports come telling of more than a 
million Hindu pilgrims jostling and 
tramping one another in a frenzy to 
bathe in the Ganges River at the 
“sacred” city of Hardwar. 

More than thirty persons were tramp- 
led to death and many more injured in 
the rush to reach the river. Hindus be- 
lieve that by standing knee deep in the 
Ganges for six hours they wash away 
their sins and guarantee eternal sal- 
vation, not only for themselves but also 
for their descendants as far as three 
generations ahead. 


Strange Alliances 

There is ample evidence that world 
leaders everywhere are fearful. In this 
climate of fear, strange alliances may 
be in the making. One report tells of 
efforts by Egypt’s minister to the Vatican 
to bring about an agreement which 
would combine the forces of Islam with 
organized Christianity. Both the Vatican 
and the Egyptian foreign ministry are 
said to be examining the practical side 
of the problem. 

Meanwhile the Greek Orthodox Church 
is making efforts to improve its relation- 
ships with other religious groups, Chris- 
tian and non-Christian. Visits have 
been exchanged between Hamdi Akseki, 
head of the Islamic Church in Turkey, 
and Athenagoras, Ecumenical Patriarch 
of Constantinople, leader of the Greek 
Orthodox Church. Efforts on the part of 
the patriarch to improve relationships 
with the Roman Catholic Church have 
so far failed. 


Lest We Forget 


Many voices are being raised con- 
cerning the world’s ills—analyzing, sug- 
gesting, warning, predicting. Among 
those recently quoted by the press is 
Major Henry Gerecke, the U. S. Army 
chaplain who was spiritual adviser to 
top-ranking Nazis tried at Niirnberg. 
Major Gerecke blames the horrors of 
Nazism on the fact that Germany “for- 
got God and because they took Deity out 
of Jesus Christ and considered Him 
merely as a big man.” He adds that pre- 
war Protestant pastors in Germany 
slipped on fundamental doctrines and 
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Carlton Booth and Jack Wyrtzen in the center 
of an impromptu hymnsing in New York City's 
Pennsylvania station. Crowd is en route to 
Philadelphia, where 16,000 gathered for the 
Word of Life Hour's tenth anniversary broad- 
cast April 22, from historic Convention Hall. 


did not give their people “the old-time 
true Christian religion, the old funda- 
mentalism.” 

A somewhat similar warning was 
sounded for this country by Dr. Henry 
M. Wriston, at the fortieth annual con- 
vocation of Yale Divinity School. Dr. 
Wriston asserted that “wholesale busi- 
ness” in search of social reform is result- 
ing in neglect of the gospel of Christ and 
failure to emphasize the importance of 
individual man. “There is more preaching 
about the evils of capitalism, of profits, 
of exploitation, than of the beauty of 
holiness,” the speaker observed. 


Call to Evangelism 

Approaching the problem of _ the 
churches from a somewhat different 
point of view, the National Association of 
Evangelicals is urging churches through- 
out the nation to engage actively in evan- 
gelism, and thus accept the burden of re- 
sponsibility for reaching the unsaved. 

The resolution is one of more than a 
score adopted at the organization’s eighth 
annual convention in Indianapolis, Ind. 
Newly elected officers of the N.AE., 
chosen at the convention, are Dr. Fred- 
erick C. Fowler, pastor of the Knoxville 
Presbyterian Church of Pittsburgh, presi- 
dent; Dr. Paul S. Rees, first vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., second vice- 
president; George Warner, secretary; and 
Robert C. Van Kampen, treasurer. 


Educators Beware 

At least two or three developments in 
the field of Christian education are in- 
teresting and significant. 

The ten-month battle over whether 
federal funds may properly be used to 
help support parochial schools is over, 
but some of the issues raised still hang 
in the air. New measures, one to pay for 
teachers’ salaries and another concern- 
ing funds for the construction of school 
buildings, may reraise the basic question 
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of separation of Church and State. 

Meanwhile Dr. Harold W. Stoke, presi- 
dent of Louisiana State University, has 
expressed fear that the fight over federal 
aid to education may thrust educators 
into politics on the same level as poli- 
ticians. Speaking at the fifth national 
conference on higher education spon- 
sored by the National Education Asso- 
ciation in Chicago, Dr. Stoke declared 
that education has become an instrument 
of national policy. He cited the so-called 
GI bill of rights as a case in point, 
designating it as “a satisfactory device 
for demobilizing the armed forces.” 


Off for Bible Conferences 

Throughout the country, Christians are 
preparing to spend from a few days to 
the entire summer at their favorite Bible 
conference grounds. Like many of the 
secular resorts, several of the Bible con- 
ference grounds plan to open a few days 
earlier than usual this year. A directory 
of Bible conferences and camps appears 
on page 693. 

At Mission Farms on Medicine Lake, 
Minn., the Evangelical Free Church of 
America and the Evangelical Free 
Church Association will complete their 
merger June 14-18 as approved by both 
groups in 1949. The two communions will 
hold separate conferences during the first 
two days, joining after the merger cere- 
mony for two final days of business and 
inspirational meetings. 

Earlier, June 12-18, approximately 300 
delegates from twenty states will meet at 
Mission Farms for the tenth annual con- 
ference of the Free Church Youth Fel- 
lowship. 

Another June convention will be that 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
which will hold its nineteenth general 
convention June 20-27 in Minneapolis. 
Those attending will be asked to vote 
favorably on preliminary steps toward 
eventual merger with the American 
Lutheran Church and the United Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church. Such a union 
would create a 
single church of 
some one and a 
half million mem- 
bers. 


Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers 
Encouraging 
word of advance 
in the cause of 
Christ continues 
to come from churches, denominations 
and other Christian organizations. 
From Canada comes the report of 
$208,000 raised for missions at the twenty- 
seventh annual missionary convention of 
the People’s Church of Toronto. More 
than 8,000 people attended the four serv- 
ices on the closing day, including hun- 
dreds who found standing room only. 
Under the leadership of its missionary- 
minded pastor, Dr. Oswald J. Smith, the 
People’s Church now supports 235 mis- 
sionaries and anticipates that this num- 
ber will shortly be increased to 250. Many 
new recruits will be sent out this year 
under some twenty-seven faith mis- 
sionary societies in thirty different fields. 
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Dr. Smith 
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Across the border and far to the south 
where Southern Baptist churches dot the 
countryside, another kind of advance is 
taking place. For the first time, more 
than half of the churches in the denomi- 
nation—many of which are small—now 
have preaching services every Sunday. 
The Convention reports that nearly 1,200 
more churches went on the preaching- 
services-every-Sunday list in 1949. 

Progress is also being made in estab- 
lishing Boys’ Haven, a new farm-type 
Christian home for delinquent and near- 
delinquent boys, according to Manager 
Peter Tanis. Most of the first ten boys 
to come to the farm show definite evi- 
dence of having been born again. The 
boys, whose ages range from nine to 
eighteen years, are learning farming and 
other useful jobs in addition to attending 
regular classes during the school year. 


Violence in Quebec 

Newspapers from Montreal, Can., give 
a sobering account of attacks on Chris- 
tians in the province of Quebec. Gather- 
ing on an April evening in Shawinigan 
Falls, an angry mob, varying from 200 
to 1,500 persons, completely smashed the 
meeting place of a small group of Ply- 
mouth Brethren and imprisoned twenty- 
seven persons for two and a half hours 
in an upstairs flat. 

The mob assembled before the regular 
evening service and milled about the 
store building chapel during the meeting. 
Violence then broke out at the close of 
the service. Damage, including destruc- 
tion of the front windows, platform, chairs 
and even the light fixtures was estimated 
to be more than $1,000. A month before 
the mob’s attack, four men had kid- 
napped the leader of the Brethren group, 
and placed him aboard a train with or- 
ders not to come back. Montreal news- 
papers vigorously condemned the mob 
action in their news and _ editorial 
columns. 


World News in Brief 

Overseas, particularly on the continent 
of Europe, news developments emphasize 
the urgency of the times. 

Convinced that doors may soon be 
closing, Youth for Christ International 
hopes to send 100 gospel teams to various 
parts of Europe this summer. Volunteers 
—students, ministers and laymen—will 
preach through interpreters, witness in 
homes, and pray with the spiritually 
needy. European workers and mission- 
aries will do follow-up work. Then teams 
will join Youth for Christ leaders and 
delegates at the World Congress on 
Evangelism in Brussels, Belgium, July 
30 to August 6. 

A glance at European countries and 
other far-away parts of the world reveals 
a number of items of interest: 

EAST GERMANY —Tension is growing 
between the Evangelical Church, which 
claims about 80 per cent of the church 
membership in the Russian zone of Ger- 
many, and the Socialist Unity (Com- 
munist) party. After a preliminary meet- 
ing with Bishop Otto Dibelius of Berlin 
to discuss the situation, Prime Minister 
Otto Grotewohl failed to appear for a 
second conference with the bishops.

Speaking from the pulpit, the church 
then charged that teachers in occupied 
Germany are trying to persuade their 
pupils that “there is no God and that 
Christ never lived.” It added that forcible 
attempts are being made to replace the 
Christian faith with dialectical material- 
ism. 

Prime Minister Grotewohl branded the 
church declaration as “an illegal act... 
an attack on the constitution, the gov- 
ernment and the republic.” In Berlin the 
Socialist Unity party has ruled that all 
functionaries who fail to resign church 
membership will be discharged. 

HUNGARY—Approximately 3,000 Jews 
with relatives already in Israel will be 
allowed to emigrate to that country, the 
New York Times reports. Most of the 
group will be aged persons whose children 
have already emigrated. Estimates indi- 
cate that 224,000 Jews have already left 
the “people’s democracies” and Yugo- 
slavia, leaving some 600,000 remaining. 

CZECHOSLAVAKIA — Communists 
have struck their greatest blow against 
the Roman Catholic Church in the con- 
viction of ten high-ranking members of 
Catholic orders on charges of attempting 
to overthrow the government. Defendants 
received prison sentences varying from 
nine years to life, in addition to having 
to pay fines ranging from $200 to $1,000 
each, plus costs of the trial and their 
imprisonment. 

Immediately afterward, reporis filtered 
through the iron curtain that forty ad- 
ditional members of Catholic orders had 
been removed from their monasteries by 
police in Prague. Similar word came from 
provincial towns throughout the country. 

CHINA—A famine which may become 
the greatest in China’s history is ap- 
parently in the making. An Associated 
Press dispatch from Hong Kong quotes 
recent arrivals in that city as saying 
that hunger-mad peasants are resorting 
to cannibalism, luring children from their 
villages into the hills to be eaten. 

JAPAN—Distribution of Bibles, Testa-' 
ments and Gospels in Japan continues 
with the American Bible Society an- 
nouncing a new program which calls for 
distribution of three million volumes in 
1950 and five million copies in 1951. Four 
million Bibles, Testaments and Gospels 
have been distributed in Japan by the

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THE RISEN CHRIST AND MARY 
MAGDALENE 

Our Sunday school teacher says that 
there is a contradiction between John 
20:17, where Jesus said to Mary Magda- 
lene, “Touch me not,” and Matthew 
28:9, where it is stated that the women 
who had come to the sepulchre “held 
him by the feet, and worshiped him.” 
Can you explain the difference between 
these verses of Scripture?—Mrs. M.M.C., 
Sherwood, Ore. 

Of those who can teach only a “ontra- 
diction in these two verses, the words of 
the Lord Jesus are certainly true, “Ye do 
err, not knowing the scriptures” (Matt. 
22:29). 

It is unfortunate that neither the Au- 
thorized nor American Standard Versions 
of the Bible properly render the Greek 
word translated “touch,” which should 
rather be translated, “Do not cling” or 
“Do not keep clinging [to me].” The 
same Greek word is used in the Greek 
version of the Old Testament to trans- 
late a Hebrew word which always means 
to cleave or cling to in the sense of a 
close and enduring relationship, such as 
in Genesis 2:24 as husband to wife; Job 
19:20 as skin to bones; also II Samuel 
23:10; Psalm 22:15, etc. 

It is as though Mary Magdalene 
thought the Lord had risen to be with 
them in the same personal relationship 
as before; that the “little while” He 
should be away from them (John 16:16) 
was now fulfilled in the few days in the 
tomb, and that He would never be sepa- 
rated from them again. It was necessary 
to correct such a misunderstanding. 

Of the many interpretations of this 
verse there are two which are more 
worthy of consideration and probably 
best give the simple sense of John 20:17. 

1. It is as though the Lord Jesus were 
saying to Mary, “Do not fear; do not 
keep clinging to me. I am going to ascend 
to the Father, but I am still here and 
will reveal myself again to all of you. In 
the meantime, go and tell my brethren 
the good news of my resurrection and my 
ascension, and so let them take courage.” 

2. The Lord Jesus was informing Mary 
that He was no longer here in His for- 
mer relationship; that she was no longer 
t» think of Him as a familiar bodily 
presence; that He had entered upon a 
new stage of being. This stage of being 
had really begun with the resurrection, 
although it was only formally inaugu- 
rated at the actual ascension (Acts 1:9). 
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The Comforter would now come, whom 
He had promised as the One present 
everywhere to and in all His people. They 
would henceforth know Him no more 
after the flesh (II Cor. 5:16). 

The case is entirely different in Mat- 
thew 28:9. The taking hold of His feet 
by the women there was an act of wor- 
ship. No doubt Mary Magdalene also 
adored and exalted Him, but there was 
more than that, as explained. So also He 
made Thomas put his hard into His 
pierced side in order to remove Thomas’ 
doubts and confirm his faith. 

The natural reaction of the believer 
where there appears to be a possibility 
of contradiction or discrepancy should be 
one of faith that the inspired and in- 
fallible Word can interpret itself and that 
there are no contradictions in the Word 
as originally given.

THE WAVE AND HEAVE OFFERINGS 

What is the meaning or significance 
of the wave offering and heave offering 
in connection with the priest, mentioned 
in such passages as Leviticus 7:30 and 
34?—P.S., Wheaton, Ill. 

The wave breast and heave shoulder 
mentioned especially in the above pas- 
sages were part of the peace offerings of- 
fered by any person, of which the breast 
and shoulder were set apart as the por- 
tion for the priests. 

The waving is said to consist of several 
horizontal motions toward and from the 
altar, and some say crosswise also to sug- 
gest the form of a cross. The heaving of 
the shoulder is said to consist of a single 
motion upward and down. 

Several thoughts may be considered as 
symbolized by these actions. First of all it 
is suggested that the breast and shoulder 
represent serving the Lord with all the 
heart and strength. 

The waving toward the altar and the 
heaving upward indicate presentation of 
the offering to God as belonging to Him, 
and the return motion back or down in- 
dicates God’s returning it to the priests 
as His gift to them. 

The wave breast could suggest fellow- 
ship among God‘s servants, since what- 
ever individual performed the waving, the 
breast was shared by the priests in com- 
mon. On the other hand, the heave 
shoulder could stand for communion be- 
tween God and man as an individual, 
since the shoulder heaved became the 
portion solely of the priest who offered it. 


Originally the waving and heaving 
were part of one transaction together 
with other portions of the peace offering. 
After the presentation to God of the 
breast and shoulder and their return to 
the priests as their portion, the rest of 
the flesh of the sacrifice was the portion 
of the offerers. Together with the mem- 
bers of their families, they partook of it 
as a sacrificial feast in the sanctuary, a 
feast in which God was conceived of as 
being a guest, so that the whole repast 
was “a pledge of the blessed fellowship 
into which He would enter with His peo- 
ple among whom He dwelt.” 

It was also a love feast, and thus a 
foreshadowing of the agape or love feast 
in the early Church in connection with 
the Lord’s Supper or communion, cele- 
brating the sacrifice of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is “our peace” (Eph. 2:13, 14),

ANSWERING A FOOL 


In Proverbs 26:4 we are told to “an- 
swer not a fool according to his folly,” 
while verse 5 declares, “Answer a fool 
according to his folly.”? What is the 
meaning of these apparently opposite 
sayings?—H.P., Chicago, Ill. 

e answer is to be found in the con- 
text in the reasons given for the answer- 
ing of a “fool.” In the first case, the fool 
is not to be answered in such a way as 
to conform to or to imitate his folly; 
that is, to descend to his level, to be no 
better than he, to be like Him. 

In the second case, one should answer 
a “fool,” although not on equal terms or 
to dispute or argue with him. Such a one 
would not understand that and it would 
do him no good. He should be answered, 
but wisely, whether by rebuke, correc- 
tion, or instruction. Perhaps he should 
be made to feel his folly, yet not so as to 
crush or overwhelm him with humilia- 
tion. 

But the terms “fool” and “folly” in the 
scriptures have a moral and spiritual 
connotation, rather than intellectual. 
“The fool hath said in his heart... no 
God” (Ps, 14:1). The adversary in spir- 
itual matters is a fool, according to the 
Scriptures. Such should be answered 


. wisely in accordance with the above 


principles. The Lord Jesus Christ is Him- 
self a pattern in this respect, as His 
answers to those who questioned and 
sought to dispute with Him clearly 
show. :

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to Joshua; who although spoken of as a 
man in Joshua 5:13 is the Lord Himself 
in 6:2. 

He is the Angel of Jehovah, elsewhere 
spoken of as the “Angel of the covenant,” 
and the “Angel of the face” or “pres- 
ence,” that is, the divine presence, the 
manifestation of God in human form. 
These divine appearances in the Old 
Testament were in anticipation of the 
incarnation of Christ. 

Ancient Jewish rabbinical writings also 
iaterpret this passage in the same man- 
ner: “I saw in the night that the Holy 
One—blessed be He!—sought to turn the 
whole world into night; and behold a 
man riding. This man is no other than 
the Holy One—blessed be He!—for it is 
said, ‘The Lord is a man of war’” (Baby- 
lonian Talmud). This is a remarkable 
testimony that the one who appeared as 
the Angel of Jehovah in the form of man 
was indeed the God of Israel (Visions 
and Prophecies of Zechariah, by Baron).

MARY AND ELISABETH 

Luke 1:36 states that Elisabeth was 
a cousin of Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
But Elisabeth, according to Luke 1:5, is 
said to be “of the daughters of Aaron,” 
and therefore of the tribe of Levi. How 
does this agree with Mary’s descent from 


the tribe of Judah?—P.C.S., Chicago, Ill. 

Some have supposed on the basis of 
Luke 1:36 that Mary also was of the 
tribe of Levi. But there is no real ground 
for this. First of all, the American Stand- 
ard Version has “kinswoman” instead of 
“cousin.” The exact relationship between 
the two is not known. Then, even in Is- 
rael’s earlier history, it was not uncom- 
mon for persons of different tribes to be 
united in marriage. For instance, the 
mother of Mary may have been a sister 
or an aunt to Elisabeth. 

While it is not at all necessary to the 
person and work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ that He should be connected with 
the tribe of Levi (Heb. 7:14), it is, to 
say the least, of deepest interest that He 
in whom the offices of King and Priest 
were united and perfectly fulfilled should 
not only be directly descended from the 
tribe of Judah, but have some part also 
in. the tribe of Levi. 

But whether (as appears most likely) 
or not the genealogy of David’s line given 
in Luke is that of Mary, it is certainly 
implied in the Scriptures that she was of 
Davidic descent (Luke 1:27, 32, 69; 2:4), 
while such passages as Romans 1:3; 
II Timothy 2:8 and Hebrews 7:14 demand 
such an interpretation.

THE LORD’S BODY BROKEN 

In I Corinthians 11:24, the words of 
the Lord in connection with the break- 
ing of the bread of the communion are: 
“Take, eat: this is my body, which is 
broken for you.” How can this be recon- 
ciled with the statement of John 19:36 
that not a bone of Him was broken?— 
A.P., Chicago, Iil. 

The best Greek texts do not include the 
word “broken” in this verse, although 
some of the ancient authorities did in- 
clude it. The American Standard Ver- 
sion also omits it, following the latest 
Greek texts. The word “broken” does not 
occur in any of the accounts of the 
Lord’s Supper in the Gospels. Luke 22:19, 
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for instance, states: “My body which is 
given for you.” The American Standard 
Version of I Corinthians 11:24 is: “This 
is my body, which is for you.” 

The meaning, according to the Greek 
text, seems to be, This is my body, given 
in your behalf; or as one modern version 
states it: “This is my body which takes 
your place” (Goodspeed). 

Even if the word “broken” genuinely 
belonged to the text, it would refer pri- 
marily to the bread. Bread, to be dis- 
tributed and afford sustenance, would 
have to be broken, as it still is in the 
Orient and even elsewhere. We would 
simply cut it. The thought is, then, that 
just as bread is broken in order to be 
given and made available, so Christ died 
that He might be given and make avail- 
able God’s grace in fo-giveness, redemp- 
tion and spiritual life. With regard to His 
body or life, the breaking would be fig- 
urative and illustrated by the breaking of 
the bread. All is to remind us of Christ’s 
giving Himself in vicarious death for our 
sins.

LANDS OF EZEKIEL 38 


Will you please tell us where the coun- 
tries are which are mentioned in Ezekiel 
38:2 and 13.—Mrs. G.W., Louisville, Ky. 

There is much difference of interpre- 
tation as to the present identity of the 
nations mentioned in these verses. It is 
not absolutely necessary to the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy that every nation 
should be identified today. 

It is certainly not impossible that these 
names are adopted generally by Ezekiel 
from the historical facts familiar to him 
in his day as ideal titles for the final 
great confederacy of nations against 
God and His people. Ezekiel, as well as 
other prophets, prophesied concerning 
the enemies of God and His people in 
terms of the enemies of His own day. Nor 
is any present identity necessarily of an 
ethnical nature. It may be only geo- 
graphical. 

Magog is mentioned in Genesis 10:2 in 
connection with Gomer and Madai as a 
people descended from Japheth. Early 
Jewish tradition identifies them with the 
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Scythians. The Scythians, in a geo- 
graphical sense, are now those tribes liv- 
ing north of the Caucasus. Originally 
from Asia, they may now be identified as 
the Russians geographically. 

Sheba and Dedan, of verse 13, were 
districts in Arabia, and are therefore to 
be found among the Arabs of today. 
Tarshish is thought by most to refer to 
Spain as a general designation of West- 
ern, and mercantile and sea-faring peo- 
ples. Some think Tarshish refers to Great 
Britain. The first is more likely the cor- 
rect view concerning Tarshish.

Wholehearted Religion 


Malachi 2:10; 3:7-10; 4:5-6 
Memory Selection: Have we not all one 
father? hath not one God created us? 
why do we deal treacherously every man 
against his brother, profaning the cove- 
nant of our fathers?—Malachi 2:10, 
ASV. 

The term “religion” gathers within its 
embrace that which is bad as well as 
that which is good. A man can be very 
religious without being a Christian. Paul 
could say of the Athenians, “I perceive 
that ye are very religious” (Acts 17:22, 
AS.V.). The very fact that James speaks 
of apparent religion and in contrast to 
it, pure religion (Jas. 1:26, 27), makes 
clear that religion in itself is not neces- 
sarily good. Because the word in current 
usage includes man-made faiths as well, 
we confess that we would rather not use 
it in connection with our own faith, 
which was once for all delivered to the 
saints. However, there is a pure religion, 
and those of us who are Christians should 
not simply be professors, but also posses- 
sors. 


I. Spiritual Ties Condemn Treachery 
(Mal. 2:10) 

‘Though this verse is sometimes used to 
prove a so-called universal Fatherhood 
of God, it is very apparent from the text 
itself that the meaning does not include 
such an item of faith. This verse was 
addressed to Israel and has primary ref- 
erence to that people. The very fact that 
“the covenant of our fathers” is spoken 
of proves that the verse has its primary 
application to those who, at least nomi- 
nally, were the people of God (cf. Rom. 
9:6). It is true that the one God has cre- 
ated all men, and all are “the offspring of 
God” (Acts 17:28, 29). However, such 
statements are a far cry from the idea 
that all men are the children of God in 
a spiritual and an eternal sense. There 
is only one way to become a child of 
God, and that is by believing in the name 
of the Lord Jesus (John 1:12). 

Our text does very definitely teach, 
however, the fact that those who are so 
related to God ought not to deal treach- 
erously against brethren. The family ties 
in the household of God are strong, and 
we should deal with each other in hon- 
esty, sincerity and love. Of course, the 
child of God should so order his life in 
his relationship to all men, but it has 
special application to brothers in the 
Lord. To deal dishonestly is to profane 
the covenant. 


II. Responsibility to God Involves 
Generosity (Mal. 3:7-10) 

This celebrated passage concerning 
tithes and offerings presents one of the

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aspects of wholehearted faith in the Lord. 
If we love the Lord our God, we shall 
certainly want to give of our substance 
te Him. Of course, we shall want to make 
sure that it is given to Him, and not used 
in a way which brings reproach to Him. 

When men fail to give to God, they are 
actually robbing Him (v. 8). In view of 
the seriousness of the sin, the exhortation 
of verse 10 is all the more important. The 
fact of the matter is, that if by the con- 
straint of divine love we present our of- 
ferings unto the Lord, we, in some meas- 
ure, are preparing ourselves to receive 
the fullness of the blessing which He has 
tu give us. Our giving, of course, does not 
in any wise purchase the gifts of God, 
but He has conditioned certain blessings 
upon our obedience and our response to 
Him. There can be no question that many 
of God’s blessings may be had only as 
we beseech Him for them. Therefore, 
some of us have to say, “We have not be- 
cause we ask not.” Malachi 3:10 proves 
that there are blessings God has to give 
which we shall not have until, in gener- 
ous and joyous fashion, we give of the 
goods God has entrusted us. 

Notice particularly the word “prove” in 
verse 10. It is as though God challenged 
us in this matter of giving. Thousands 
upon thousands through the course of 
history certainly would testify, were they 
able, to the truthfulness of this great 
word of God. It is still true that no man 
can out-give God. 

The benefits of such giving are to be 
discovered not only in this life, but also 
in that which is to come. The same Lord 
who said, “I come quickly,” also said, “My 
reward is with me” (Rev. 22:12). 


III. The Promised Day of the Lord 
(Mal. 4:5, 6) 

How gloriously the Old Testament 
starts in the book of Genesis, and how 
ominous is its conclusion with the word 
“curse” (Mal 4:6). To escape this end- 
ing, the rabbis used to repeat verse 5 
after verse 6. The Septuagint (the Greek 
version of the Old Testament) places 
verse 4 after verses 5 and 6. However, 
these changes are not necessary to es- 
cape the word “curse.” God’s final 
thought is blessing, and, thank God, the 
final blessing, the ultimate triumph, rests 
upon God’s action and not man’s. 

In these final two verses of Malachi we 
have the promise of Elijah’s coming. 
Notice the expression is not Elijah the 
Tishbite, but the prophet. It is his office 
rather than his person which is empha- 
sized. The seeming discrepancy between 
Matthew 17:11-13 and John 1:21 is solved 
if we note carefully what is said in 
Matthew 11:11-14. Thus, this prediction 
of Malachi was not fulfilled in the com- 
ing of John the Baptist, although it could 
have been. That he may well be one of 
the two prophets mentioned in Revela- 
tion 11 is a strong probability. 





The Day of Jehovah, which will mean 
so much so far as the ultimate blessing 
and peace of Israel and of the world are 
concerned, will be inaugurated in great 
and dire judgments. Thus the passage 
speaks of “the great and terrible day of 
Jehovah.” Elijah the prophet shall turn 
the heart of the fathers to the children, 
and the heart of the children to their 
fathers. Here evidently is reconciliation 
between the patriarchs and men of faith 
of Israel, and the faithless of the genera- 
tion at the return of the Messiah.

Widening Missionary 
Horizons 
Jonah 3:3-6; 4:1-11 
Memory Selection: Salvation is of Jeho- 
vah.—Jonah 2:9, A.S.V. 

We do not know whether the incidents 
described in the book of Jonah occurred 
prior to Assyria’s battles against Israel 
or not. If Jonah’s ministry and the ex- 
perience related in his book occurred 
somewhere between 800 and 780 B.C. 
(II Kings 14:25), then there is evidence 
that Assyria had already,in some measure 
at least, dealt with Israel. Shalmaneser II . 
fought against some of the soldiers of 
Ahab of Israel in connection with his at- 
tack upon Hamath in 854 B.C. While 
Assyria’s hostility against Israel would be 
no reason for disobeying the known will 
of God, nevertheless, it is not difficult to 
see that the patriotic Israelite would have 
some question about going to those who 
were the pronounced enemies of his peo- 
ple with a message which possibly would 
result in their salvation. In any case, 
Assyria had already come upon the hori- 
zon as a great nation, and Israel could 
readily understand that here was a power 
with which she would have to deal in 
years to come. 

Note that Jonah’s message was evi- 
dence that God’s purpose was for Israel 
to reach out to the Gentiles of her own 
day with the message of God. 

Our lesson does not deal with Jonah’s 
disobedience, nor what happened to him 
in connection with his voyage toTarshish, 
but that material is certainly the back- 
ground for the text selected for our study. 
Of course, there is no question as to the 
historicity of what occurred. After all, 
our Lord put His seal of approval upon 
these incidents (Matt. 12:39-41). 


I. An Obedient Prophet (Jonah 
3:3-6) 


After God had dealt in chastisement 
with His disobedient servant, He gave 
him a second opportunity to fulfill His 
original counsel (cf. Jonah 1:2 and 3:2). 
On this occasion, the prophet responded 
in obedience and went to Nineveh. 

A Hebrew idiom is used to describe 
Nineveh as an exceeding great city. Quite 
literally it is “great to God.” “A three 
days’ journey” probably refers to the cir- 
cuit of the city. Allowing for about twenty 
miles in a day’s journey, it would make 
the city sixty miles around. 

The reference in verse 4 is to the dis- 
tance Jonah could travel in the city in 
one day, and at the same time preach 
to the inhabitants. His word was very 
definite that there were yet but forty 
days when Nineveh would be overthrown.

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VEN among hard-headed em- 
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In some respects, at least, the greatest 
miracle recorded in the book of Jonah is 
the fact that the people of Nineveh be- 
lieved God (v. 5). To those who know 
anything about the power of God, cer- 
tainly it was of comparative ease for God 
to create a great sea monster. But here 
was something that involved the contri- 
tion, penitence, repentance and confes- 
sion of men who, up to this time, did not 
know God. So great was the turning to 
God that even the king was reached 
(v. 6). 


II. A Displeased Prophet (Jonah 
4:1-5) 

This passage gives a clue to the real 
trouble with Jonah when originally God 
spoke to him about going to Nineveh. He 
realized, to use his own words, “Thou art 
a gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and abundant in loving-kindness, 
and repentest thee of the evil” (v. 2). 
The patriotic fervor of Jonah was too 
great even to contemplate the possibility 
of this heathen city turning to God. In- 
stead of rejoicing in the presence and 
power of the Almighty, Jonah was highly 
displeased and did not hesitate to let 
God know of his displeasure (v. 3). 

Perhaps Jonah was thinking of his re- 
turn to Israel and of the word that might 
well reach the ears of his fellow-country- 
men as to what he had done to spare the 
judgment of God upon Assyria. To have 
spared Israel would have been one thing, 
but to spare a country which either was 
already a very great enemy or was po- 
tentially a great foe was unthinkable to 
the prophet. 

The Lord then dealt with Jonah, first 
of all simply asking the question, “Doest 
thou well to be angry?” (v. 4). Evidently 
the question was not too meaningful to 
Jonah, for he went out of the city, made 
himself a booth, and sat in its shade that 
he might see what would happen (v. 5). 
It would seem as though Jonah was still 
expecting God’s judgment to fall. 


III. An Instructed Prophet (Jonah 
4:6-11) 

When the Lord’s question received no 
response from Jonah, the Lord persisted 
in bringing the truth to the prophet’s at- 
tention. So He prepared a gourd. This 
was probably a castor oil plant, which in 
Palestine grows from eight to ten feet in 
height. Though only one leaf grows on 
a branch, yet the multiplicity of branches 
with a single leaf affords good shelter 
from the heat. 

The American Standard Version trans- 
lates the Authorized Version’s “grief” by 
“his evil case.” Whatever was troubling 
Jonah, he found some assuagement in 
God’s provision. However, the next day, 
God prepared a worm to smite the gourd 
so that it withered. The intense heat of 
the noonday became unbearable, so that 
Jonah cried out, “It is better for me to 
die than to live” (v. 8). 

The object lesson was clear. If Jonah 
received some comfort and help because 
a gourd had been permitted to grow, and 
then that gourd had been destroyed, why 
should not God regard the case of Nine- 
veh, especially in view of their ignorant 
and lost condition. Of course, there could 
be no sparing Nineveh without Nineveh’s 
turning to God, but that was just the 
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provision that God made through His 











servant. 

Here then is an Old Testament story 
that shows us the greatness of the heart 
of God in His desire to see men turn to 


Him. 





July 2 
Jacob, a Man of Striking 
Contrasts 
Genesis 35:1-7, 9-12 
Memory Selection: Behold, I am with 
thee, and will keep thee whithersoever 
thou goest—Genesis 28:15, A.S.V. 


Great men and women of the Bible are 
our subjects of study in this third quar- 
ter of the year. Jacob is the first charac- 
ter chosen for consideration. Abundant 
use of other than the story in the printed 
text should be used in dealing with these 
characters. We shall, however, attempt to 
limit ourselves to a consideration of the 
text itself, but place it in its context. 

You will remember something of the 
early incidents in the life of Jacob. His 
cunning and trickery were discovered 
in his dealing with Esau, with Isaac and 
with Laban. It was his stealing Esau’s 
blessing that occasioned his leaving 
home. Now after twenty years in Padan- 
aram, he was returning to the land of 
Canaan. Undoubtedly, uppermost in his 
mind and heart was the realization that 
sooner or later he was going to have to 
meet Esau. Record of that memorable 
meeting is found in Genesis 33. 

After the two had met and parted 
peaceably, we are told that Jacob stayed 
temporarily in Succoth (Gen. 33:17). 
This has been identified as a place about 
a mile north of the junction of the 
Jabbok and Jordan rivers, on the east 
side of the Jordan. From thence, he 
came to the city of Shechem in Canaan 
(v. 18). He purchased a parcel of ground 
on which to erect his tent and built an 
altar. It was at Shechem that the un- 
savory and untoward circumstance de- 
scribed in Genesis 34 occurred, and from 
that place God commanded Jacob to go 
to Bethel (Gen. 35:1). 

It was here that God gave Jacob the 
vision of the angels ascending and de- 
cending on the ladder set from earth 
to heaven (Gen. 28:10-22). In a sense, 
then, Jacob was returning to the place 
in which he had originally met God. 
That he was returning a far different 
individual from what he was when he 
left the land is evident. It is true that 
he went out with only his staff and 
cloak, and that he was returning a man 
tich in material goods as well as in 
family. But he was also returning as one 
who had, in some initial sense, met God 
at Bethel twenty years before, and had 
again met God in a special way at the 
Jabbok (Gen. 32).

There is no mistaking the identifica- 
tion of the place to which God wanted 
Jacob to go, inasmuch as not only was 
the name given (Bethel), but he was to 
make there an altar unto God, the same 
God who appeared to him when he fied 
from the face of Esau. What was more 
fitting and proper than that this man, 
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[ jmone is no question that David's 
great spiritual power gave him his vic- 
torious physical prowess over his enemies. 
He walked with his God—his was that poise 
of the spiritual and material which the world 
so sorely needs today!

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Moses, Who Led His People 
to God 
Exodus 19:16-25; 35:4, 5, 21 
Memory Selection: If ye will obey my 
wice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
then ye Shall be mine own possession 
jrom among all peoples——Exodus 19:5, 
AS.V. 

The location of Mount Sinai has been 
commented upon by F. B. Meyer as fol- 
lows: “No spot on earth, it has been 
ofirmed, combines in a more remarkable 
manner the conditions of commanding 
height and of a plain in which the sights 
and sounds described here could reach 
the assemblage of two million souls. 
That such a plain should exist at all in 
such a place,’ says Dean Stanley, ‘is so 
remarkable a coincidence with the sacred 
narrative as to furnish a strong internal 
argument, not merely of this being the 
actual scene of the giving of the law, but 
of its having been described by an eye- 
witness. All the surroundings suit the 
narrative. The awful and lengthened ap- 
proach, as to some natural sanctuary, 
the long retiring sweep of the plain, en- 
abling the people to remove and stand 
atar off, the cliff rising like a huge altar, 
and visible against the sky in lonely 
grandeur from end to end of the whole 
plain.’ ” 

In such a place the cloud brooded and 
the Lord spoke. Clouds and darkness 
were round about Him. Justice and 
righteousness were the habitation of His 
throne. Is it any wonder that the sacred 
writer described the scene: “ ...a 
mount that might [not] be touched, and 
that burned with fire, and .. . blackness, 
and darkness, and tempest, and the 
sound of a trumpet, and the voice of 
words; which voice they that heard en- 
treated that no word more should be 
spoken unto them; for they could not 
endure that which was enjoined. If even 
a beast touch the mountain, it shall be 
stoned; and so fearful was the appear- 
ance, that Moses said, I exceedingly fear 
and quake” (Heb. 12:18-21, A.S.V.). 

I. God Speaks from Sinai (Exod. 
19:16-25) 

This was Moses’ third trip to the top 
of Mount Sinai. When Israel encamped 
in the wilderness of Sinai before the 
mount, Moses went up to God (v. 3). At 
that time, God gave Moses word concern- 
ing His gracious dealing with Israel, how 
He judged the Egyptians and brought 
Israel out safely, and how they were to 
be to Him His own peculiar possession 
from among all peoples. In addition, they 
were to be unto Him a kingdom of priests 
and a holy nation (vv. 5, 6). When Moses 
came down from the mount, the elders 
of the people gave their response that 
they were willing to enter into covenant 
with God and to do all that He asked 
(v. 8). 

Verse 8 tells of Moses’ second ascent 
into the presence of God, receiving in- 
struction concerning the preparation of 
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the people for the next day (v. 14). 

Beginning at verse 16, we have the 
record of Moses’ third ascent: “Jehovah 
called Moses to the top of the mount; 
and Moses went up” (v. 20). 

Who has words that can adequately 
describe what happened on this oc- 
casion? The passage in Hebrews, along 
with the Old Testament description, 
points out the majesty, the holiness, the 
grandeur, the power of the Almighty. 
No wonder the people trembled. It is 
impossible to read this passage carefully 
without seeing the emphasis upon the 
holiness of God. The fire, the smoke, 
the thunder, the lightning, the trumpet, 
the voice—all these combine to say to 
us that God is great, God is powerful, 
God is holy. 

It was in such a setting as this that 
the law was given by the mediation of 
angels (Gal. 3:19; Acts 7:38). 


II. The Response of Heart and Life 
(Exod. 35:4, 5, 21) 

Despite all this outward manifestation 
of the grandeur and dignity of the Al- 
mighty, Israel turned to idolatry when 
it seemed to them that Moses was not 
coming down again from the mount 
(Exod. 32:1). Their sin was followed 
by judgment (Exod. 32:21-29) and the 
intercession of Moses (Exod. 32:32-34). 
Moses returned to have the tables of 
the law made once again (Exod. 34). 

After these experiences we have the 
words of Moses to the congregation in 
our lesson text: “This is the thing which 
Jehovah commanded, saying, Take ye 
from among you an offering unto Je- 
hovah; whosoever is of a willing heart, 
let him bring it, Jehovah’s offering: gold, 
and silver, and brass, and blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine linen, and 
goats’ hair, and rams’ skins dyed red, 
and sealskins, and acacia wood, and oil 
for the light, and spices for the anointing 
oil, and for the sweet incense, and onyx 
stones, and stones to be set for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate” (vv. 4-9). 

These gifts were to be for the taber- 

nacle and its service. The people were 
exhorted to give of a “willing heart.” 
Certainly that is the only kind of giving 
that really counts so far as God is con- 
cerned. To give grudgingly or by force 
is to lose the reward for giving. Evidently 
the mere request to God’s people re- 
sulted in their bringing all that was 
needed for the service of the tabernacle 
and for the holy garments (v. 21). 
Here is a pattern for the giving of 
God’s people. Having had declared to 
them the need as it exists, that which 
is upon the heart of God and which has 
been communicated to one of His 
servants is set before the people of God. 
Then, in answer to that information, 
because of all that God has done, be- 
cause of His grace, His love, His pro- 
vision, God’s people should gladly and 
spontaneously and generously meet the 
need. To get all the blessing that God 
has for us in our giving, we should fol- 
low such a pattern.

director Ethel is given a stated salary 
of $10 a month plus an occasional church 
offering. She also receives a place to 
live, but must provide her own board 
and other expenses. The Baggetts them- 
selves are now on a small salary (usually 
paid), which is supplemented by con- 
tinual gifts of fresh vegetables and pro- 
duce. Last May, in a surprise anniversary 
party, the people presented Seth and 
Mollie with a $700 love offering to be 
applied on a new car. 


Bee REGARDLESS Of circum- 
stances at the moment, Seth never wor- 
ries about finances. The Lord always 
provides the essentials. Once, for ex- 
ample, the Baggetts decided that the 
only way to reach a neighboring com- 
munity with the gospel was to hire a 
bus and bring the people to Reeves for 
Sunday school. Seth contacted the school 
bus driver and was able to make ar- 
rangements for the unbelievably low 
rate of $5.00 a month—just enotgh to 
pay for the gasoline and oil, with noth- 
ing for the driver. Even so, Seth had no 
idea where he would get the $5.00-a- 
month payment. 

That was at 1:00 p.m. Thursday. Two 
days later, a letter came from Hart- 
ford, Conn., postmarked 4:00 p.m. Thurs- 
day. It contained a check for $30, with 
the suggestion that the money be used 
to rent a Sunday school bus! It also 
promised that an equal amount would be 
forthcoming within six months, exactly 
the time further bus money would be 
needed. Seth humbly thanked his all- 
sufficient Lord for this further evidence 
that He was supplying every need. 

Today, from the front porch of their 
pleasant seven-room parsonage in 
Reeves, Seth Baggett and his wife look 
out upon a world that has been newly 
awakened since they began their ministry 
in 1933. The passing years have brought 
modernization, a better consolidated 
school, closer contact with national and 
world problems. But most of all, the 
passing years have brought Christ to 
the piney woods land of southwestern 
Louisiana. 

Yet the work is by no means complete. 
As Ethel Green puts it, “I am beginning 
to realize that it’s quite possible that 
this is just a start!” And Seth, twenty 
years after his decision to offer his life 
fully to the Lord, is beginning to learn 
what it will profit a man to give up the 
things of this world for the winning of 
souls.

true penitence to keep his heart lowly 
and full of charity. 

The aggressive seeker after God will 
need to make and keep certain resolu- 
tions. He will vow to honor God in every 
moment of his life and to accept any 
honor that may come to him as actually 
belonging to God. He must determine 
to surrender everything to God, to permit 
himself to be treated unjustly by others, 
to see other persons pushed to the front, 
to be treated with contempt by the popu- 
lar leaders of the religious world and 
looked upon as something of a relic from 
another and quainter age. And all this 
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he must accept without resentment or 
inward irritation. 

As we go on toward our spiritual goal, 
several changes will be noted in our in- 
ward lives. We shall experience a 
wondrous sense of light, especially light 
upon the Scriptures. The Bible will begin 
to reach our spirits, deeper down and 
further in than that area usually af- 
fected by doctrinal instruction. The truth 
will be the same, but we shall be getting 
the living essence now instead of the 
mere letter. 

Another change will be the coming of 
a purer and more heavenly mood as a 
fairly constant spiritual state. Our taste 
for the lighter religious songs will be 
lost and the real meaning of the great 
hymns will come upon us like waves of 
delight. 


- 

k OR THE CULTIVATION of the 
spiritual life, I recommend an ac- 
quaintance with the devotional classics 
which have meant so much to Christians 
of past ages. They are definitely to be 
chosen over the latest output of the re- 
ligious press or the book written last 
week or last month. 

Then there is that great wealth of de- 
yotional poetry which waits discovery 
and which will reward us with a new and 
tender appreciation of divine things. We 
may well ignore the endless effusions of 
fifth-rate verse turned out by the yard 
by uninspired persons who go on rhyming 
“srace” with “face” and “in” with “sin” 
for tedious pages. The poetry of Isaac 
Watts, Charles Wesley, Fredric Faber 
and St. Bernard, to name a few, will 
be like wells of refreshing water to the 
thirsty soul. 

The sermons of certain of the mighty 
preachers of the past who lived in dark 
times will also help to sharpen our zest 
for the things of God; Tauler and Eck- 
hart, for example. The devotional writ- 
ings of such men as Fenelon, Law, 
Andrews and Thomas & Kempis will 
prove of great help in our search for a 
better Christian life. 

All this we must do with intelligence 
and determination, remembering always 
to trust the Word and the Spirit to 
lead us on. 

If such advice as I have given here 
seems too dull or too impractical for 
these times, then we may as well resign 
ourselves to further wandering in the 
wilderness, for it is pretty evident that 
that brand of nervous and shallow 
Christianity so popular today will never 
bring us into the promised land. 

But let us rise up and pursue our way, 
humbly making use of such means of 
grace as God as put at our disposal and 
keeping our hearts open to hear His 
voice, even when it comes to us from 
an unfamiliar direction. The land is be- 
fore us. Let us dare to enter in.

The Book of Exodus, an Exposition, 
by Charles R. Erdman. 


The many Bible students who have found 

th inspiration and profitable information 
in Dr. Erdman’s seventeen pocket-sized _vol- 
umes on the various books of the New 
Testament will eagerly welcome this new 
book, the first of a projected series on the 
Pentateuch. The author, now professor 
emeritus of Practical Theology at Princeton 
Seminary, is a gifted conservative Bible ex- 
positor who writes from the pre ennial 
viewpoint. 

On the whole, the present volume, like 
all Dr. Erdman’s writings, can be highly 
commended. Though the writer does not 
of course attempt to deal with every indi- 
vidual verse in Exodus, he does have a 
careful analysis and outline of the Bible 
book, with a brief but generally illuminat- 
ing exposition of each section. The portion 
dealing with the historical part of Exodus 
is very good, while the description of the 
different items of the tabernacle is the 
clearest word picture on this subject which 
the reviewer has yet seen. 

As might be expected, Dr. Erdman does 
not make clear dispensational distinctions 
between the ages of law and grace, indeed 
manifests a slight antagonism to such dis- 
tinctions. It is his judgment that the be- 
liever today, thou free from the cere- 
monial law of the Old Testament, is “more 
than ever bound by the moral law, not as 
a means of salvation, but as a rule of life” 
(p. 92). In line with this he holds that we 
are still under the fourth commandment, 
the day simply having been transferred 
from the seventh to the first to commem- 
orate the resurrection of Christ (p. 96).

The Faith That Satisfies, by William 
M. Anderson, Jr. 


For nineteen years (until his death in 
1935) Dr. Anderson served as pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Dallas, Texas, 
the langeet in the Southern Presbyterian 
Assembly. During this time he became al- 
most an “institution” in Dallas, was one of 
the co-founders and a vice-president of the 
Dallas Theological Seminary, and achieved 
an unusual reputation as a gifted gospel 
preacher and outstanding pastor. 

In his busy life, Dr. Anderson found no 
time for writing nor did he preach from 
notes. A member of his congregation, how- 
ever, reproduced in shorthand a number of 
his sermons as they were delivered.

This volume is a brief but forceful work 
of apclogetce 4 dealing with the resurrection 
of our Lord.

Perhaps those who love Him dearly 
as these humble lepers do, also have the 
light shining from their faces, for one 
can surely pick them out from among the

ment and growth without effort or undue 
consciousness. 

Christ is the nourishment of the divine 
life in 

the perfections of His person, 

the plan of His propitiation, 

the program of His purpose. 
These are perfectly declared in the Word 
of God. To feed upon Him therefore 
there must be the patient study of that 
Word always from the standpoint of its 
revelation of Christ. 

Three words will indicate the true 
method of gathering this sustenance of 
life: contemplation, meditation, dedica- 
tion. 

First we must contemplate all these 
facts concerning the Master, reading the 
Holy Scripture—not merely that we may 
remember its words, but that we may 
“consider Him” and be brought into the 
consciousness of His glorious perfections, 
ef His gracious propitiation, and of the 
grandeur of His program. 

After contemplation there must be 
meditation, time taken to ponder over 
them, which is equivalent to the process 
of assimilation in natural Ife. 

Beyond this again there must be dedi- 
cation of the will and forces of life to 
the demands of truth as it shines 
through the grace and glory of the Son 
of God. 

This whole process of feeding upon 
God’s bread can only be perfectly carried 
forward as we abide in the atmosphere 
of the Holy Spirit’s presence. 

The relation of these two facts is as 
close as the relation of atmosphere to 
food in the natural life. Give a man 
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fresh air by all means, but if you deny 
him food he cannot live long on air. On 
the other hand, give him all the food you 
will of the best and shut him away from 
the fresh air, he will lose his appetite 
and soon the very food will become dis- 
tasteful. Life will ebb away though per- 
fectly supplied with food, for lack of the 
forces of the air. 

So also the sustenance of the divine 
life. Christ can be received as the food 
thereof only through the operations of 
the Holy Spirit, and the operations of 
the Holy Spirit are of value in the de- 
velopment of life only as Christ is its 
constant food. 


— worps here will reveal 
the method of the Spirit in relation to 
the food divine: revelation, explanation, 
transformation. 

First, He reveals to the new capacity 
contained within the divine life the grace 
and the glory of the Christ; this not in 
one vision, but by a process that con- 
tinues through all the days of earthly 
pilgrimage. Line upon line, precept upon 
precept, here a little, there a little, is 
still the method of the Spirit in the 
training of the saints, and this because 
of the matchless glories of the Christ and 
the frailty and limitations of the Chris- 
tian. 

Revealing thus progressively the per- 
fections of Christ, the Spirit explains 
them in their essential splendor and in 
their bearing on the character and con- 
duct of the disciple, and also in their 
wider and widest application in the pro- 
gram of God. 

By this revelation and explanation an- 
other work is constantly going forward, 
that of the transformation of the disciple 
into the likeness of the Master. Christ 
is the food and the Holy Spirit is the 
atmosphere in which that food may be 
taken and assimilated, so as to become 
the very fact and fiber of personal life. 


io CHRISTIAN’S RESPONSI- 
Bitiry is therefore twofold; to partake 
of the food provided, and to live in the 
true atmosphere. 

In feeding on Christ two things are 
necessary: regularity and system. 

To neglect the Scriptures which testify 
of Christ is to attempt to live the divine 
life without food, and failure is a neces- 
sary sequence. 

Moreover, there should be system in 
this matter, and here is the true work 
of the pastor and teacher, that of lead- 
ing the sheep of the pasture into that 
particular part thereof which is most 
adapted to their age and capacity and 
requirement. 

There is a solemn responsibility laid 
upon those who would feed on Christ, 
that they should live in the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. Life is to be spent in 
that atmosphere exclusively and con- 
tinuously. Exclusively, i.e., there must be 
no occasional descents to the malarial 
districts, but the constant abiding of the 
soul upon the mountain heights which 
are the places of vision and of force.

impact confirms the fears of Tertullian, 
who predicted that wicked angels in 
bringing to man knowledge of the ele- 
ments would bring woe along with wis- 
dom. In New Mexico, the site of the 
test explosion of the first atomic bomb 
was called the ‘Journey of Death.’ Nu- 
clear fission suggests less the conver- 
sion of the earth into a paradise than 
the opening of the sixth seal of the last 
judgment, when ‘there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black 
as sackcloth of hair, and the moon be- 
came as blood’” (Rev. 6:12). 


The same distinguished historian, in an 


article, “Toward the World State,” draws 
upon the Book of Isaiah as he speaks of 
the seriousness of our day: 


“ “The earth also is defiled under the 
inhabitants thereof; because they have 
transgressed the laws, changed the or- 
dinance, broken the everlasting cove- 
nant. Therefore hath the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that dwell 
therein are desolate: therefore the in- 
habitants of the earth are burned, and 
few men left... Fear, and the pit, and 
the snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant 
of the earth ... The earth shall reel 
to and fro like a drunkard, and shall 
be removed like a we e; and the 
transgression thereof shall be heavy 
upon it; and it shall fall, and not rise 
again ... Then the moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed .. .’” 
(Isa. 24:5, 6, 17, 20, 23) 


In the definitely liberal but brilliantly 


edited religious weekly The Christian 
Century, not long ago appeared two ar- 
ticles entitled “Atomic Apocalypse” and 
“The First Century and Now.” From 
these the following lines may well be 
quoted: 


“But let men search the Scriptures 
and ponder the facts of science, the 
vagaries of world politics, the economic, 
emotional and industrial conditions of 
the peoples—conditions pointing sharp- 
ly toward finis, soon or a little later. 

“We must therefore put aside our 
complacency and confront this possibil- 
ity [that the end of the world may be 
imminent]. In doing so we can find heip 
in the New Testament. We need to 
consider the meaning of first century 
eschatol for our scientific era and 
the role of Christians as they face the 
threat ‘diened by the atomic bomb . 

“From this hour onward, one cannot 
be assured of continuation of earthly 
and human existence; one can only 
hope for it.” 


The brilliant French writer, Denis de

the Last Trump. Toward the end of the 
rolume he uses the context of this phrase 
nn a significant manner. 


“The bitterness of dying also springs 
from the thought of missing the next 
installment of history. That is perhaps 
why the very first Christians, if it is 
true that they believed in imminent 
judgment, died gladly under the reign 
of the Nazis of the time. St. Paul wrote 
to the faithful in Corinth: ‘Behold, I 
show = a mystery; we shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump.’ Then, do you know 
what the Greek text says where the 
French translation reads ‘in an in- 
stant’? It says—en atomo—in an atom.” 


Even as I am writing these pages, the 
most distinguished ecclesiastical author- 
ity in the Roman Catholic Church in the 
United States, visiting Rome, said to the 
members of the press, gathered to receive 
from him some word about the present 
hour, that so dark is this day it may be 
called “the abomination of desolation.” 
In this identification he was wrong, but 
he was forced to use the language of 
biblical prophets. If the world is finding 
the language of the prophets alone ade- 
quate for this hour, we should more than 
ever seek to know what the prophetic 
writings reveal. 


I, AN HOUR like this, men and 
women who do not know the Word of 
God are prone, as in every preceding 
critical hour, to become the dupes of false 
prophets, false Christs, gross supersti- 
tions, spiritualism, or some form of her- 
esy. In the opening pages of Augustus 
Neander’s still wonderfully profitable 
History of the Christian Religion and 
Church is a statement which we do well 
to ponder today: 


“As the history of this and of every 
age witnesses, there is a religious need 
clinging to man’s nature, and not to be 
denied—a need of recognizing some- 
thing above nature, and of fellowship 
with the same—which only asserts it- 
self with the more force, the longer it 
is repressed. The predominance of that 
worldly bent of mind, which will ac- 
knowledge nothing above nature, does 
but call forth, in the end, a stronger re- 
action of the longing after the super- 
natural; the dominion of an all-deny- 
ing unbelief excites a more intense de- 
sire to be able to believe. And the ex- 
perience itself, which follows in the 
train of unbelief, contributes to bring 
about this result. The times in which 
unbelief has prevailed are, as history 
teaches, uniformly times of earthly ca- 
lamity; for the moral depravation 
which accompanies unbelief necessari- 
ly destroys, also, the foundation of all 
earthly prosperity. Thus the time of 
the diffusion of unbelief in the Roman 
state was also the time which saw the 
destruction of civil liberty, and the 
time of public suffering, under the rule 
of merciless despots... . 


“Hence, the artificial faith was 
pressed more closely to assume the 
shape of superstition. Unbelief, against 
which an undeniable need of man’s na- 
ture asserted its force, called forth su- 
perstition—since these two distempered 
conditions of the spiritual life are but 
opposite symptoms of the same funda- 
mental evil; and one of them, therefore, 
passes easily over to the other... The 
desperation of unbelief surrenders the 
troubled conscience a prey to supersti- 
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tion; and the irrationality of >>" 
tion makes religion suspected by the 
thoughtful mind. Such an opposition 

d presenting itself whenever we 
= ate this period, under various 
orms.” 


So, says Neander, because of this sense 
of dire need and impending calamity, ac- 
companied by a loss of confidence in the 
gods, “there were roving about at that 
time in the Roman empire numbers who 
boasted of divine revelations and super- 
natural powers—men in whom, as usually 
happens in such times of religious fer- 
ment, the self-deception of fanaticism 
was mixed with more or less of inten- 
tional fraud.” 

There is in our Bible a remarkable il- 
lustration of turning to the deceptions of 
superstitious practices and the degrada- 
tions of mediumistic folly. It is the case 
of Saul, king of Israel, who, when he be- 
gan to realize the impending calamity of 
Israel’s fearful defeat at the hands of 
the cruel Philistines, sought help from 
the witch of Endor. 


“Now Samuel was dead, and all Is- 
rael had lamented him, and buried him 
in Ramah ...And when Saul saw the 
host of the Philistines, he was afraid, 
and his heart trembled greatly. And 
when Saul inquired of Jehovah, Jeho- 
vah answered him not... And Saul 
disguised himself, and put on other rai- 
ment, and went, he and two men with 
him, and they came to the woman by 
night: and he said, Divine unto me, I 
pray thee, by the familiar spirit” 
(I Sam. 28:3-14, A.S.V.) 


A quarter of a century ago I came upon 
a& most amazing application and interpre- 
tation of this passage, by the late Dr. 
John A. Hutton, a profound student of 
contemporary civilization, and for years 
editor of the British Weekly. What Dr. 
Hutton wrote vitally relates to the pres- 
ent hour: 


“T have no fears for the direct results 
uf investigation, either in the field of 
nature or in the documents of our re- 
ligion. For whatever is true, is of God; 
and our faith is wroney placed if it 
rests upon anything that can be 
shaken... 

“My fear is this: that the human soul 
will tire of this strenuous mood; that, 
as reason is but one faculty in man— 
his crowning faculty, indeed—the oth- 
ers, neglected at this present time, will 
throng the passages and clamor for a 
hearing. In some twilight hour which 
will give the proper occasion, reason— 
like a child that has ventured too far 
from home and finds himself in an 
eerle place, night coming on—will re- 
nounce its own faculty and rush any- 
where so long as it is backward, away 
from its own point of danger, away 
from the place where it first became 
afraid. The danger which I see ahead 
of us today is not a bleak reign of rea- 
son only. The danger I oo ge is 
rather this, that human souls will tire 
of reason and accuracy; and instead of 
denying to the intellect the entire di- 
rection of our life, will deny it any 
rights at all in the deeper matters. 

“My fear is that this age of reason 
will be followed by an age of credulity 
and religious imbecility, in which the 
human soul will do penance for its lib- 
erty by putting itself once more under 
its ancient bondages: that this age of 
reason may be followed by an age of 
the priest and the dabbler in the black 
arts. An age which has cut itself off 
from God will almost inevitably go on 
to consult the witch!”

CALVARY PASTOR WAS SALESMAN 


Appointment of John S. Wimbish 
to succeed Dr. William Ward Ayer as 
pastor of New York’s 
Calvary Baptist 
Church brings to 
light interesting 
recollections of the 
big, genial South- 
erner during his 
student days at 
Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, Chicago. 

It was eleven 
years ago, in De- 
cember, 1939, that 
Wimbish appeared at the Institute un- 
announced and without having made the 
customary application. He was positive 
that God had called him to Moody and 
would therefore supply his needs. 

How those needs were provided is a 
story in itself. “He was the only student 
who ever received public recognition in 
his part-time work,” Dean of Men A. 
Franklin Broman recalls. 

As a salesman of small desk stands for 
holding books, Wimbish was sufficiently 
enthusiastic to convince dignified Dr. 
Will H. Houghton, then president of the 
Institute, of the racks’ value. President 
Houghton accordingly endorsed them 
before a large group of Moody students. 

In addition to his efforts as a salesman, 
Wimbish maintained a busy student 
schedule. Possessing a deep bass voice to 
match his 250-pound frame, he was a fre- 
quent soloist on radio station WMBI and 
at Moody Memorial Church. He was also 
supply pastor at the Zion Bible Mission, 
Zion, Ill. Altogether during the three 
and a half years he attended Moody 
Bible Institute, he preached in more 
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Wimbish 


than one hundred churches in the Chi- 
cago area, besides holding summer 
evangelistic meetings in churches and 
military camps of Georgia, his home 
state. 

In spite of all this activity, Wimbish 
took time out to marry Miss Martha 
McGinty, who was enrolled in Moody 
Evening School. With her prayers and 
encouragement, he became an ardent 
personal worker with an outstanding 
record in his number of contacts for 
the Lord. 

Two weeks after being graduated, as 
the newly appointed pastor of the Avon- 
dale Baptist Church at Avondale, Ga., 
he planned, prepared and produced the 
first broadcast of the “Old Family Bible 
Hour.” Broadcast by several independent 
stations in the South and by HCJB, 
Quito, Ecuador, the program has con- 
tinued for the past seven years with 
many listeners. 

Later, Wimbish was called to the 
historic First Baptist Church at Edge- 
field, S.C., where he saw the prayer 
meetings grow from an attendance of 
fifty to more than three hundred, mak- 
ing it the largest prayer meeting in the 
state. 

His new appointment to Calvary Baptist 
Church will bring him to a _ pulpit 
formerly occupied by such internationally 
known men as Dr. Robert Stuart Mac- 
Arthur, Dr. John Roach Straton and Dr. 
Houghton, the man he met as a student 
salesman at Moody Bible Institute.

“BLACK DIAMONDS” 

As Sunday school superintendent of the 
“Body of Christ” Church on Chicago’s 
South Side, and leader of a group on 
practical Christian work assignment 
from the Institute, MBI student Thomas 








Love and his co-workers encounter 
many unusual discipline problems. 

Not long ago, an eight-year-old Negro 
boy was causing disturbance at the Sun- 
day morning service and as a result was 
quickly ushered out the door. In a fit of 
temper, the child sank his teeth into 
Love’s arm, biting through the coat and 
shirt, cutting skin in three places. 

But this was not the most dangerous 
of Tom Love’s adventures in the two 
terms he has been helping W. K. Flem- 
ming, Moody graduate, at the Negro 
church. One boy about fifteen threatened 
him with a knife, but an hour and a half 
later accepted Christ as Saviour. One 
troublemaker threatened, “My father’s 
tough! He'll kill you.” Taking the boy 
home, Love found the father co-operative 
about punishment for his boasting son. 

John Gill, a foreign student who has 
had a Sunday school class at the church 
as a practical Christian work assignment 
for several months, caused his own diffi- 
culty the first Sunday. “To hold their at- 
tention before the Bible lesson, I told 
them about India’s snakes and tigers. 
Then I told them that I was an Indian, 
and the trouble began. The whole class 
jumped up, shooting imaginary pistols 
and bows and arrows at me. Some imi- 
tated war whoops; they had mistaken me 
for an American Indian. The three 
teachers knelt down on the floor and be- 
gan to pray in all the commotion. When 
we stopped praying after twenty min- 
utes, we found the children much 
quieter.” 

Betty Hoover and Phyllis White, teach- 
ers of the nursery class, found a three- 
year-old and his sister were stubborn and 
rebellious to anything they asked of 
them. The teachers prayed, and when 
Tom Love visited the home later, the 
little boy ran up to him and said, “Tell 
the Sunday school I love Jesus.” 

There were five teachers and thirty 
Negro pupils in October; now there are 
fourteen teachers and over eighty pupils. 
Many have accepted the Lord. Thomas 
Love believes that they are winning the 
children by showing affection. They are 
starved for love in their homes. The stu- 
dent-teachers testify to the blessing they 
have found in depending on the Lord 
and seeing their prayers aswered in liv- 
ing “black diamonds.”

EVENING SCHOOL BENEFITS MANY 

The Institute’s Evening School has 
been a great help to many who cannot 
attend Day School. Since October, 1903, 
when the school began, enrollments have 
numbered more than 26,000. 

Questionnaires recently sent out by 
R. D. Smith, of the Office of Church Re- 
lations, revealed that Evening School stu- 
dents (some 700 presently enrolled) com- 
mute from forty-seven different sub- 
urbs and towns outside Chicago. One 
town is almost sixty miles away. 

The survey also disclosed that Eve- 
ning School students are engaged in at 
least 125 different occupations and repre- 
sent approximately 220 churches, includ- 
ing churches from twenty-two denomina- 
tional groups. 

Outstanding among former students of 
the Evening School is Louis R. King, 
chaplain of Bridewell prison, Chicago. 
He says, “The Bible synthesis and doc- 
trine classes I attended at Moody Eve- 
ning School have been a definite help to 
me in understanding God’s Word more 
clearly.” And, he adds, “I find as I teach 
daily Bible classes among the new con- 
verts in the prison that they are so in- 
terested they encourage many unsaved to 
attend. These often come to acknowledge 
the saving grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”

SHORT COURSE OPENS AUGUST 14 

Combining actual experience with 
practical study, the 1950 Summer 
School of Christian Radio, at the Insti- 
tute, again offers a variety of practical 
subjects covering the religious radio field.

The faculty, well-known in the reli- 
gious radio field, includes Robert Parsons, 
director of the program department of 
the Institute’s stations WMBI and 
WMBI-FM; Dr. Clarence W. Jones, co- 
director of HCJB, Quito, Ecuador; Dr.

TWO MILLION SEE FILMS 


Nearly two million civilians saw 
Moody Institute of Science films in 1949, 
in addition to thousands of men in the 
armed forces. The gospel-science films, 
“God of Creation,” “God of the Atom,” 
“Voice of the Deep,” and “Dust or Des- 
tiny,” were shown in twenty-five differ- 
ent countries, using sound tracks with 
eleven different languages. 

Reported conversions in the United 
States and a few foreign fields total 
2,487. Many countries, notably England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Holland, Norway, and 
Sweden, do not keep such records. 

In Malaya, a missionary showed “God 
of Creation” (with Mandarin transla- 
tion) to 5,828 people in eighteen places. 
Of these, 120 professed salvation. 

In the French-speaking district of 
Switzerland, the French version of “God 
cf Creation” has been shown some forty 
times. A pastor in the town of Neuchatel 
writes: “Everywhere the film made a 
great impression. It is rather difficult to 
speak of a number of conversions, for we 
never made special appeals. Yet I know 
several conversions which took place in 
the meetings of which I had the respon- 
sibility. One of the most remarkable was 
certainly that of a watch manufacturer 
who used to be an evolutionist, and, re- 
garding religious matters, perfectly in- 
different. One evening as we had a meet- 
ing with the film in his town, he came 
and was thoroughly converted.” 

A missionary in Japan reports that 
“God of the Atom” was received with 
great enthusiasm (and without preju- 
dice) by selected circles of technicians, 
doctors, and engineers to whom it was 
presented. This missionary has shown 
“God of Creation” about twenty times in 
factories, schools, and churches to almost 
eight thousand people. After a showing 
in the royal household, one of the for- 
mer princesses (Princess Kanin), head of 
the audio-visual education movement for 
the schools, asked to use this film.

MINISTRY REACHES MANY 


Word from many different sections, in- 
cluding foreign lands, sketches a thrilling 
picture of the fruits of the Institute’s 
Colportage ministry. 

“IT can notice a great difference in my 
pupils now since they learned the Scrip- 
tures,” a school teacher from Kansas 
writes. “Whenever they do something 
wrong they will stop and say, ‘I know 
God wouldn’t want me to do that.’” 

Similar word comes from Mississippi: 
“All the pupils seemed so grateful for the 
Gospel of John, other books and Pocket 
Treasury,” a recent letter reports. “I 
heard several say they wouldn’t take fifty 
dollars for them.

SERMONS FOR TELEVISION 

Moody Bible Institute is already on 
television. Institute gospel-science films 
have been, and continue to be, televised 
through commercial stations.

A Land Comes to Life

Europe and elsewhere, occupying the 
places once settled by Arabs. Some ar- 
rangements will have to be made by the 
Israeli government and the Arab neigh- 
bors, but one thing seems sure, not many 
Arabs will return. 


; = through the beau- 
tiful hills of Galilee not far from Naz- 
areth, we saw at our feet the Valley of 
Jezreel, beneath the Hill of Megiddo, 
where the Battle of Armageddon is to 
take place according to prophecy, and 
where the Lord will deal with the nations 
as they gather together against His peo- 
ple Israel. Some 150 years ago Napoleon, 
when he came to this same spot, con- 
sidered it the most perfect battleground 
for a great campaign. It is a panorama 
of great beauty and awe. As we saw this 
valley it lay peacefully, with the in- 
dustrious hand of the Jewish farmers 
visible everywhere—green land surround- 
ing thriving settlements. Oh, Israel, if 
thou hadst only known the day of thy 
visitation! 

As we descended from the ‘hills down 
the steep road, we saw signs of recent 
battles everywhere. Many of the Jewish 
settlements bare scars of the recent war. 
Each had endured a prolonged siege by 


Arab armies, and each had its tale off 


heroism to tell. Many of them had small 
cemeteries where Jewish men _ perished 
in defense of their women and children. 
They held out for days, weeks and even 
months, until their food was gone, thei 
water tanks were shot through and dry, 
and their ammunition exhausted. 


Wave after wave of Arabs kept coming. f 
When their homes were burned, they dug > 
themselves into the earth and lived there F 
for months in darkness, with little ait} 
and scarcely any water and food. Yet they | 
held out until rescued or until death came F 





and delivered them. Now the burned-out F 
buildings stand as solemn witnesses of fF 
great events, but the survivors and new- 
comers are busy building up the ruins,p 


nothing daunted. 
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Their first care is to provide homes and 
playgrounds for their children. These 
seem to be their most precious possessions, 
their proud hope for the future. All day 
the parents work in the fields or in the 
parns, leaving their boys and girls in the 
care of kindergarten supervisors or 
teachers. In the evening fathers push 
babies in their carriages and little ones 
nestle lovingly in their mothers’ arms. 

What a joy it was to spend some time 
in Nazareth, our Saviour’s home, and to 
walk through the narrow market places 
which our Saviour must have visited 
many a time. There were the Arab 
merchants, displaying their wares, or 
sitting in the narrow street, oblivious to 
time and mankind, with swarms of flies 
settling on their wares and upon their 
children. So many of the Arabs seem to 
suffer from trachoma, a terrible eye 
disease. Only since Christian medical 
missionaries have come to the Holy Land, 
mainly t6 work among the Jews, has 
medical help been given to those afflicted. 
Now the Jews continue the task well be- 
gun, treating Jews and Arabs alike. 

From the hills of Galilee we came down 
to the Lake of Galilee with its main city 
of Tiberias, built by Herod in honor of 
Tiberius, emperor of Rome. The same hot 
springs once patronized by the ancient 
rulers of the Holy Land are now fre- 
quented by Jewish inhabitants who come 
from all over the country for the winter 
period. Tiberias is considerably below sea 
level and is very warm when the rest 
of the Holy Land is in the throes of 
winter rains. 

As we neared Tiberias we saw as on a 
map the beautiful Sea of Galilee, and 
north of it the smaller Lake Huleh. Be- 
yond, north of the lake, was Syria with 
snowcapped Hermon in the background. 
On the east shore of the lake were the 
mountains of Moab, now in the hands of 
Abdullah, king of Transjordania. 

The peaceful Sea of Galilee, with its 
fishing boats anchored near the shore, 
brought back so vividly our Saviour and 
the simple fishermen whom He called 
to be fishers of men. While there it was 
my privilege to witness to a group of 
Jewish tourists, from America, from Eng- 
land, and from Israel, telling them as we 
traveled along its shores the story of 
Jesus, His ministry, His death upon the 
cross, His resurrection and His coming 
again in glory. My fellow travelers 
listened with the greatest attention and 
asked searching questions, not in a spirit 
of antagonism, but really wanting to 
know. This was a most memorable ex- 
perience. 

Whether she wants to or not, Israel 
in the Holy Land is coming face to face 
with her prophets, her men of God, and 
above all with the Lord Jesus Christ, 
her Messiah. Truly the stones are speak- 
ing again and bearing testimony to Him. 


I N CaPEeRNAUM, just north of 
Tiberias, near Chorazin and Bethsaida, 
mentioned in Matthew 11 and elsewhere, 
we visited the ruins of the synagogue 
built by the Roman centurion. Some of 
its marvelous columns are still standing 
as they were when the Saviour entered 
its walls to read from the prophet Isaiah.

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In reverence and awe I walked up and 
down the steps leading into the synagogue 
where our Saviour walked. There was the 


Greek inscription commemorating the 
founder, an officer of the second Roman 
legion. There were the ancient symbols of 
Israel, the six-pointed star of David, 
the five-pointed star of Solomon, and, 
believe it or not, a swastika, which ap- 
parently was an ancient Jewish symbol. 
Poor, wretched Hitler, he could not get 
away from the Jews. Even when hoisting 
the flag of German superiority, he un- 
wittingly took a Jewish symbol—the 
Swastika. 

On the way back we passed the moun- 
tain on which our Saviour preached the 
Sermon on the Mount, with the multitude 
sitting at His feet. It sloped down very 
gently to the sea. We passed Cana of 
Galilee. Where the Lord performed the 
first miracle, turning the water into wine 
at the wedding feast, there is a church 
with its red cupolas in Byzantine style, 
taken care of by Russian monks. But the 
well from which the servants drew the 
water for our Saviour is still the same 
as it was then. 

I found Arab women washing their 
household linens there and flocks of 
black sheep drinking from the nearby 
trough. Such is Galilee, preserved in its 
pristine beauty, bearing testimony to the 
modern generations of Jew and Gentile 
alike concerning our Saviour. 


Pp ART OF ISRAEL which the 
Lord in His wisdom is restoring to life 
is the Negev, occupying about half of all 
Israel territory. This ancient desert land 
until recently was even more lifeless than 
any other part of the country. Even in 
Bible days it was worked but little. Now 
the desert is turning into a blossoming 
garden, at least in many parts, according 
to the Word of God. 

Hundreds of miles of water pipes are 
being laid with the help of machinery 
imported from the United States, and 
foundations of new houses are being laid 
constantly. One sees a little piece of land 
tilled with tractors or horse and plow, and 
a tent on the plot in which the men 
sleep. As soon as this is completed, they 
will build a house and their families will 
come. 

How is the miracle possible in the 
desert wilderness of the Negev? You will 
recall the psalmist prayed, “Turn again 
our captivity, O Lord, as the streams in 
the south” (Ps. 126:4). The word south 
in this psalm is Negev. Actually, the 
phrase should be translated, “the springs 
in the Negev.” 

The writer often wondered at the 
meaning of “streams in the south,” but 
traveling in the Negev, the meaning be- 
comes clear. Beneath the layers of sand, 
there is water. In the spring, after the 
heavy rains, it breaks out from beneath 
the ground, to disappear again during 
the hot summer. It comes back again the 
next spring, covering the whole wilder- 
ness with most beautiful flowers for a 
short period. Now the waters are being 
utlized to transform the wilderness into 
a Garden of Eden (Ezek. 36:35). 

Thus the Word of God is again and 
again revealed in its truth and deeper

“In one survey, seventy-four schools 
[Bible institutes] reported for the years 
1944 through 1948 a total of 10,138 gradu- 
ates. Insofar as it was possible to ascer- 
tain the work into which these gradu- 
ates went, the breakdown is as follows: 
1,991 pastors, 1,060 pastors’ wives, 1,521 
foreign missionaries, 656 home mission- 
aries, 359 teachers, 425 evangelists, 1,521 
in other forms of Christian work.” 

In other words, out of the 10,138 Bible 
institute graduates accounted for in this 
particular survey, 21 per cent are on the 
mission field. As a matter of fact, I can 
report that for a number of years more 
than one hundred former students of 
Moody Bible Institute have left this 
country annually to begin service as for- 
eign missionaries. 

Why should so many of those trained 
in Bible institutes turn toward the mis- 
sion field? One reason, of course, is the 
definite missionary emphasis at Bible in- 
stitutes, stemming in part from the 
stress placed upon every phase of soul- 
winning. Another more important reason 
is the way the training provided by Bible 
institutes is geared to the needs of the 
young man or woman preparing for the 
mission field. 

When I came to Moody Bible Institute 
as dean of education in 1942, I was 
amazed to see the kind of material, the 
wealth of it, and the practicality of it 
which was being given students here as 
they faced God’s call to other lands.

Once, after hearing me speak in this 
vein, a dear brother in Christ, pastor of 
a large church, came to me and said 
that in thinking over the long list of 
missionaries the church of which he is 
pastor supports, he could not think of 
one who had not received either all or 
part of his training at a Bible institute. 
Certainly here is an area of service in 
which the Bible institute is prepared to 
give unparalleled instruction. 

There are also other related areas of 
special Christian service for which the 
Bible institute offers particularly com- 
plete training: home missions, Jewish 
missions, Christian education and mis- 
sionary technical training. In all these 
fields the Bible institutes have made tre- 
mendous contributions. In certain fields 
the only training offered is given by the 
Bible institute. 

In view of this complete and practical

es FIFTH FUNCTION is tre- 
mendously important. It is the special 





program of the Bible institute for the in- 
culcation of Christian character. 

Most of the diplomas issued by Bible 
institutes carry three words, “approved 
Christian character.” These words have 
come to carry a large degree of assurance 
that the person commended by them is 
able to practice the kind of Christian 
life he preaches, that he is able to live 
and work with other Christians, that he 
can bear the difficult things of life as a 
real Christian. 

In order to provide a favorable climate 
for the development of this kind of 
Christian character, Bible institutes al- 
most invariably insist that their students 
live in dormitories under the guidance 
of wise and godly men and women. Our 
deans believe that it is tremendously im- 
portant to be close enough to the stu- 
dents to know something of their bur- 
dens, their sorrows, their trials, their 
testings, their joys, their blessings, so 
that they may better advise them, pray 
with them and help them. And this ex- 
perience is a valuable part of the train- 
ing provided by the Bible institute. 

This points to another consideration in 
looking for the place of God’s appoint- 
ment for Christian training. Do you 
need help in practical Christian living? 
Is part of your need to know the power 
of the Holy Spirit in your life and serv- 
ice? If so, you will want to think in a 
definite way of the Bible institute as your 
place of preparation. 

Bible institute training is not merely 
for those desiring to enter a specialized 
field of full-time Christian service. There 
are numbers of clear-sighted young men 
and women who at the time of their ad- 
mission have as yet had no call to be- 
come Bible teachers, gospel musicians or 
missionaries.

A knowledge of the Bible will often 
yield as rich harvest in the life of a 
consecrated layman as in the life of a 
full-time Christian worker.

The ability to fol- 
lew Christ as a Spirit-filled, consecrated 
Christian is vital whether a man is a 
farmer, preacher, office worker, gospel 
musician or student. 


Whether or not you should go to Bible 
institute, then, depends upon God’s lead- 
ing for you and your needs. If you wish 
to know your Bible, if you wish to know 
how to use it in winning souls, if you 
wish to experience a never-ending pas- 
sion to preach the gospel to the lost, the 
last and the least, to acquire a founda- 
tion in gospel music or help in develop- 
ing a sturdy Christian character, these 
are what the Bible institute has to offer. 


And for those too who have wondered 
precisely what Bible institutes are doing 
in the world today, this is the answer. 
They are preparing consecrated young 
men and women who above all else de- 
sire to know God’s will and serve Him 
fruitfully.
